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ATTEMPTED ESCAPE OF JOHN AND JOSIAH HAYWARD, 
FATHER AND SON, IN 1744, FROM THE PRISON 
IN NEW ORLEANS WHERE THEY HAD BEEN 
DETAINED SINCE TWO YEARS 


Transcribed and translated from the Records of the Superior Council of 
Louisiana by HELOISE H. CRUZAT. 


INTRODUCTION 
BY THE EDITOR OF THE QUARTERLY 


In the Quarterly for July, 1922 (Vol. V, 316), we reprinted 
from The Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, an in- 
teresting paper by Mr. Fairfax Harrison, “The Virginians on 
the Ohio and the Mississippi in 1742.” At that period France 
claimed the Valley of the Mississippi as part of Louisiana. The 
- “Virginians” of 1742 were in her eyes mere trespassers or worse 
and having caught,them on the Mississippi she promptly incar- 
cerated that particular group in the jail at New Orleans. The 
adventures of these captives is the subject of Mr. Fairfax’s 
study and he has carried the incident out of the legendary mists 
in which it was involved and brought it within the domain of 
historical fact. He found his corroborating evidence in a slight 
reference in Mr. Gayarre’s History of Louisiana (Vol. I, 523) 
and followed up the clue in the transcripts of the French ar- 
chives in the Library of Congress. He unearthed the original 
reports on the subject from Governor Bienville (July 20, 1742) 
and from Governor de Vaudreuil (29th December, 1744). He 
found also an intercepted letter of John Hayward (or Howard), 
one of the Virginians, dated New Orleans, June 21, .1743, sent 
by the latter from the prison in New Orleans to the King of 
England.

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It appears from this work of Mr. Fairfax that in March, 
1742, five men set out from the Natural Bridge in Virginia to 
travel westward “as far as the River Mississippi in order to 
make a discovery of the country.” The leader of the expedition 
was John Howard who describes himself in his letter to the 
King as “an inhabitant in the most western part of Virginia.” 
The others in the party were Josiah Howard, son of the leader, 
John Pateet, John Peter Salling and Charles Cinckler. The 
leader told Salling that “as a reward for his labor he had the 
promise of an Order in Council for Ten Thousand Acres of Land” 
and by written agreement he bound himself “to give equal shares 
of said land to such men as would go in company with him to 
search the country as above.” 


An account of the adventure written by Sallings (one of 
the party) is included in Mr. Fairfax’s paper, who says it is a 
Calendar printed in 1893 by Mr. W. M. Darlington as an appen- 
dix to his edition of Christopher Gist’s Journals, p. 253, appar- 
ently prepared on the basis of the Clark Transcripts from the 
Public Record Office, London. This document is entitled “A 
Brief Account of the Travels of John Peter Salley, a German 
who lives in the country of Augusta in Virginia.” 


From this account it appears that the Hayward (or How- 
ard) party travelled from March to June, 1742, by land and 
water through the wilderness, reaching the Mississippi in the 
latter month by way of the Ohio (Oubache). They continued 
down the Mississippi until July 2nd, and on that morning went 
ashore to cook breakfast and were 


“suddenly surprised by a company of men, viz, to the 
number of ninety, consisting of French men, negroes and 
Indians who took us prisoners and carried us to the Town 
of New Orleans which was about One Hundred Leagues 
from us where we were taken and after being examined 
upon Oath before the Governor first separately one by 
One and then All together we were committed to close 
Prison.” 

The Account on the whole is a fairly good story of the sub- 
sequent detention of the prisoners and of the gossip and infor- 
mation that reached Sally in his confinement. It tells very 
graphically the details of his escape from the New Orleans prison 

on October 25, 1744. On this particular point, he says: 
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“After I had been confined in close Prison. above two Years, 
and all Expectation of being set at liberty failing, I began to 
think of making my escape out of Prison, one of which I put 
in Practice, and which Succeeded in the following Manner. There 
was a certain French Man, who was born in that country, and 
had some time before sold his Rice to the Spaniards for which 
he was put in Prison, and it Cost him six Hundred Pieces of 
eight before he got clear. He being tired with the Misery and 
oppression under which the poor Country People Labour formed 
a Design of removing his Family to South Carolina. Which 
Design was discovered, and he was again put in Prison in the 
Dungeon, and made fast in Irons, and after a formal Tryal, he 
was condemned to be a Slave for Ten Years, besides the expense 
of seven Hundred pieces of Eight. With this Miserable French 
Man I became intimate & Familiar, and as he was an active man, 
and knew the Country, he promised, if I could help him off with 
his Irons, and we all got clear of the Prison, he would conduct 
us safe until we were out of Danger. We then got a small file 
from a Soldier wherewith to cut the Irons and on the 25th day 
of October, 1744, we put our Design in Practice. While the 
French Man was very busie in the Dungeon in cutting the Irons, 
we were as industrious without in breaking the Door of the 
Dungeon, and Each of us finished our job at one Instant of time, 
which had held us for about six hours; by three of the Clock in 
the Morning with the help of a rope which I had provided be- 
forehand, we let ourselves down over the Prison Walls, and 
made our Escape’ Two Miles from the Town that night, where 
we lay close for two days. We then removed to a place three 
Miles from the Town, where one of the good old Fryers of which 
‘ I spoke before, nourished us four Days. On the Eighth Day 
after we made our Escape, we came to a Lake’? seven Leagues 
from the Town but by this Time we had got a gun and some 
Ammunition, the next Day we shot two large Bulls, and with 


*Vaudreuil’s despatch of 29, December, 1744 (Arch. Nat. Colonies, C* 28: 273) 
confirms this. Salley’s creole companion was one Baudran who sometime before 
had been arrested for robbery and was condemned to ten years in the galleys, but 
escaped to the Havana with the intention of making his way to Carolina and thence 
among the Indians “of that Nation.” He was, however, returned to New Orleans 
by the Spanish and there was imprisoned in irons (legs, hands and neck) until per- 
mission could be obtained to send him to France. After his escape with Salley he 
sent word to the Governor that his purpose was to enlist his friends among the 
Choctaws to intercede for his pardon, which says Vaudreuil “will be difficult to 
refuse because he is a brave and ‘enterprising man, much beloved by the Indians and 
if he shall ally himself with the enemies of France will be a dangerous enemy.” 


*Lake Pontchartrain, 
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their Hides made us a boat, in which we passed the Lake in 
the Night. We tied the Shoulder Blades of the Bulls to small 
sticks, which served us for paddles and passed a point, where 
there were thirteen man lay in wait for us, but Thro’ Mercy we 
escaped from them undiscovered. After we had gone by Water 
sixty miles we went on Shore, we left our Boat as a Witness of 
our Escape to the French. We travelled thirty miles by land to 
the River Shoktare,? where our French man’s father lived. In 
this Journey we passed thro’ a Nation of Indians, who were very 
kind to us, and Carried us over two large bays.‘ In this place we 
Tarried Two Months and ten Days in very great Danger for 
search was made for us everywhere by Land and Water and 
Orders to Shoot us when found. Great Rewards were promised 
by the Governor to the King of the Indians (mentioned above) 
to take us, which he refused, and in the meantime was very kind 
by giving provisions and informing us of our Danger from time 
to time. After they had given over Searching for us, and we 
having got a large Periague and other necessary things for our 
voyage, and on the 25th of January Our French man and one 
Negro boy (which he took to wait on him) and another French 
man and we being all armed and well provided for our Voyage, 
we set off at a place called the Belle Fountain (or in English fine 
spring)* and sailed fifty Leagues to the head of St. Rose’s Bay,* 
and there left our Vessel and traveled by Land Thirty Leagues 
to the Fork Indians,’ where the English trade. Then there were 
three with them, and there we stayed five days. The Natives were 
to us kind and generous, there we left the two French men and 
Negro boy, and on the tenth of February we set off and Travelled

The strategy of Salley and his companions was to avoid the French at Mobile 
and Fort Toulouse (Montgomery), and to strike as soon as possible one of the 
Carolina trading paths out of Savana Town (Fort Moore, opposite Augusta) which 
then traversed north Georgia and Alabama, by which they could, as they did, make 
their way to Charles Town. | 


TThese were the “Lower Creeks” living in the fork between the Chattacootchie 
and Flint Rivers, with whom Carolina then maintained trading relations. 
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by land up the River Giscaculfufa or Biscaculafufa,* one Hundred 
and thirty five Miles, passing several Indian Towns the Natives 
being very Hospitable and kind, and came to One Finlas an In- 
dian Trader, who lives among the Ugu Nation.” 


It will be noted that Salley does not mention his fellow pris- 
oners and Mr. Fairfax has been able to find nothing about them 
save the dispatch of Governor de Vaudreuil of December 29, 
1744, “reporting that two of the Virginian prisoners had escaped 
and the other three have been sent to France.” This does not 
give the names of the three expatriated prisoners but Mr. Fair- 
fax is of the opinion John Howard was one of the three, basing 
this on Col. Joshua Fry’s, “An Account of the Bounds of the 
Colony of Virginia and of its back Settlements and of the lands 
towards the mountains and the lakes.” | 

This was @ memorandum or comment prepared by Col. Fry 
and transmitted to the Lords of Trade with the map of Vir- 
ginia prepared by himself and Peter Jefferson in 1751. In this 
“Account,” Fry said that he had gathered the material for his 
map of the back settlements, etc., of Virginia partly on informa- 
tion derived from John Peter Salley and he also made a tran- 
script of the latter’s journal of his adventures in 1742-45. In 
this account he says; 

“Howard and his men had been confined a long time at 
New Orleans when, after the French war broke out he and one 
or two of them were shipped for France but in the Voyage were ~ 
taken by an English ship and carried to London, where I sup- 
pose he gave a fuller account of his expedition than I can collect 
from an imperfect Journal.” 

Mr. Fairfax has found no evidence of a Report by Howard 
in London nor is it known what became of him. “It is possible 
(says Mr. Fairfax) that among the still undigested records of 
the French regime in?Louisiana now in the Cabildo at New 
Orleans more may be found on the subject.” Our editing of 
these records has developed another feature of the Adventure 
not hitherto known, namely, that John Hayward (or Howard) 
and Josiah, his son, made an unsuccessful attempt to escape in 
August, 1744. They broke through the brick walls of the prison

Ga. This was a village of the Yuehi (Handbook Am. Indians, II, 1803) who were 
Salley’s “Ugo Nation.” 
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shortly after midnight August 3-4 and escaped into the swamp 
behind New Orleans but in a few days were caught and returned 
to the prison. 2 | 

Our documents cover the investigation of the “fractured” 
cell made by the authorities at six o’clock on the morning of the 
escape, from which we find that Howard and his son broke 
through the wall on the floor level by removing five rows of 
brick in height and four rows in length creating in the thick 
wall (two and a half bricks thick) a “cavity” of about twenty 
inches through which the two men crawled dropping twelve feet 
to the ground outside the cell. The audacity of the attempt may 
be appreciated by the further statement that the opening was 
just opposite the house of Francois Fleuriau, the Procureur 
General (and prosecuting officer) of the Colony. This prelim- 
inary investigation was followed by an official interrogation of 
John and Josiah Hayward (Howard) on August 8th in the room 
of the jailor of the prison. They were interrogated separately 
and each gave a straightforward account of the affair. They 
had found and concealed a hatchet and a trowel left by some 
masons who had been working on the jail and the prisoners. 
began their efforts on the wall on Saturday; “during the night. 
from Sunday to Monday they bored through it entirely and got. 
out.” They had laboriously accumulated a small store of pro- 
visions in anticipation of the escape,— 


“two little bags made of skins in which was found a. 
little bag of sugar, another of raisins, one of rice a foot. 
long, a small quantity of salted meat, a small caldron 
(pot of five or six inches), a little salted bacon, about. 
two or three pounds; a little bag of black pepper, two. 
smoked deer skins, a fishing line with three or four fish 
hooks, a steel tinder box, a flint, wool and a bottle of oil, 
five or six charges of powder to light fire during their 
journey.” 
Besides this they had fifty “ecus en carte,” Colonial Louisiana. 
paper (or card) money, worth about four shillings per ecu, but. 
at this era greatly depreciated. This they had earned making: 
mill models for Mr. Du Breuil. They had changed some of this. 
with a sailor for four or five piastres. They had no compass and 
“they expected to guide themselves by the sun and the stars, and 
the knowledge they have of the woods.” Notwithstanding their - 
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simple outfit and want of knowledge of the country they would 
probably have gotten away could they like Salling have found a 
means to cross the water surrounding New Orleans. 

These three official reports are brief but full of human in- 
terest. John Howard indeed is an outstanding fearless soul and 
when interrogated as to the hopelessness of his attempt with 
such limited means, he answered: 


“that he would have made the journey as he could since 
he had done so much as to get away from the prison 
where he was detained so long, that the laws of England 
are that when they have made a prisoner, he is interro- 
gated, his sentence read to him and executed, that they 
do not make him die of misery in the prisons, as he was 
ill with flux during eight or nine months without any 
succor and was ready to die, that God only knows how 
he suffered; his intention was to return to his family, 
which is numerous, consisting of a wife and fourteen 
children who are dying of hunger at his home; that he 
preferred to die of hunger in the woods than from want 
in the prisons; that in default of the few provisions he 
had, he hoped to subsist on fish and on roots and on what 
he might have been able to find, that God knows also that 
he did not come to this country with any evil purpose, 
that he has not enough talent nor science to serve as a 
spy, nor to draw maps of the country, that he gave the 
reasons more fully when he was interrogated two years 
ago before the judges.” 


Furtherfore he refused to sign the document containing this 
investigation saying that in the preceding investigation (at his 
first capture) it is reported to him that “they made him speak 
otherwise than he had done.” 

Josiah, the son, is equally upright in his replies. He re- 
pelled the idea that they had had any help from outsiders or had 
been in communication with any one, but averred boldly that “he 
had written a letter to the King of England to ask for their 
release.” This is the letter Mr. Fairfax says was intercepted by 
Governor de Vaudreuil and he prints it in his paper. The loyalty 
of father and son is emphasized in the two depositions, thus the 
son went first. through the hole, and would not leave without 
his father, insisting that he follow and helping him down the 
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outside wall. The interrogation insisted that his father could 
never have reached Virginia “being an aged man and not in 
condition to make such a long journey” but he replied that 
“though his father is aged, he thinks he would have enough 
vigor to reach there by going slowly.”’ Like his father, he de- 
clared boldly that his motive in leaving was his desire to be 
free, to return to their country and their family, that they 
believed besides it was the intention to let them die of want in 
the prison thinking they were spies. | 
It is natural to ask why the Haywards did not include their 

fellow captives in this plan to break jail, and the same thought 
suggests itself in connection with the escape of Salling the “Ger- 
man” three months later. The first question was put directly to 
Josiah and he replied, 

“that they were careful not to speak of it to the German 

who is in prison because they mistrusted him and that the 

two others being sick at the hospital since a long time 

they had not spoken to them.” 


We are very glad these old papers have been found in our 
archives, they add the convincing word to the story Mr. Fairfax 
has told and they illustrate our constant argument about the 
value and interest of the records of the French regime in the 
Cabildo at New Orleans. Since Mr. Fairfax uttered his prophecy 
about these papers we have gone far toward the classification 
and calendaring of our archives and it will not be long before 
the old shame of our neglect is wholly washed away. 

We print the documents in translation and text, both labors 
having been performed by Mrs. Cruzat.

for this purpose they made in the prison wall, we Jean Baptiste 
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Raguet, Councillor in the Superior Council of Louisiana, and 
Francois Fleuriau, Procureur General of the King, accompanied 
by the Greffier (clerk) of the Council, went to the said prisons 
to examine the fractures made. 

Conducted by the Jailor, we went up a stair leading to a 
corridor where there are four rooms for the prisoners and in 
the third we saw a hole made by the said Englishmen who 
occupied the said room. We perceived an opening, level with 
the floor, from which had been taken five rows of bricks in 
height, four rows in length for width, the wall being two bricks 
and a half in thickness, the cavity measuring about twenty in- 
ches, wide enough for a full size man to pass through. This 
opening, in the rear, is opposite Mr. Fleuriau’s house at the 
height of twelve feet on the outside at the place where the two 
Englishmen made their escape, the Jailor not having discovered 
it until the morning at his usual round, of all of which we have 
drawn up our proces verbal to serve and avail as need may be. 
Done at New Orleans in the Jailor’s room of the said prisons, 
on the aforesaid day, month and year.

Interrogatory In the year one thousand seven hundred 


of Jean Hevvouard and forty-four, and the 8th day of August, 
— at nine o’clock in the morning, on petition of 
the Procureur General of the King, plaintiff and accuser against 
two Englishmen detained prisoners in the prisons of this City, 
defendants and accused, we, Jean Baptiste Raguet, Councillor 
in the Superior Council, Commissioner on this case, accompanied 
by the Greffier went to the room of the Jailor of the said prisons, 
and had brought by the Jailor one of the said Englishmen, and 
being in our presence we challenged him to say if he understands 
and speaks French. He told us that he neither understands nor 
speaks French, wherefore at the moment Sr. Caiie, burgher of 
this City, here present, speaking and understanding French and 
English well, who serves us as interpreter, and to whom, being 
before us, we administered the oath to report and interpret 
well and ‘faithfully the interrogatory in questions as well as 
answers, which we will presently put to said Englishman, and 
at the moment we ordered him, through the said interpreter, 
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to tell us his name, age, qualification, his usual residence and > 
what religion he professes. 

He said he was named Jean Heouvvard, of the English na- 
tion, from New England, aged sixty-four years, of the Pres- 
byterian religion, a mill carpenter by trade, 

Interrogated as to what he had done to be, thus restrained, 
not having been so heretofore, - 

He said through Sr. Caiie that he believes it is due to his 
escaping from prison. 

Interrogated to tell us how he did to get out of the prison | 
and who advised him to do so, 

He said that no one helped him nor advised him to do so, 
that he and his son made an opening in the wall of the room of 
the prison in which they slept, and after it was made he went 
out through it with the help of his son. 

Interrogated with what tool he pierced the wall and who 
had given it to them, 

He said that there were masons working on the prison 
and that they used their hatchet and trowel, that they tried to 
bore through the wall on the eve of their departure, but that 
they only tried, and on the following day, during the night from 
Sunday to Monday, they bored through it entirely and got out; 
that it was but natural for a poor man burdened with family, 
very aged and who, since two years, is suffering in prison, to 
escape, and that his present poverty besides that which he fore- 
saw, since there is great want in the Colony, induced them to 
get away. That during the preceding year, if he and his son 
had wished to leave the prison they could have done so without 
breaking through the wall by means of long ladders resting 
against the walls of the prison which were being repaired; that 
besides last year they had been given to understand that they 
would be embarked for Europe, and as this was not done, they 
believed that they wished to have them die of want in prison. 

Interrogated if he did not wish to take with him the three 
other Englishmen, his comrades, 

He said they let no one know of it as he would have been 
certain to be discovered had he spoken of it. 

On the moment we showed him a small hatchet or tool used 
by masons and challenged him to tell us if it was the same one 
they found in his clothes when he was arrested, and who gave 
it to him, 
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He said that he recognizes it as the one he carried away, 

that he had found it in the prison where the masons left it, when 

they repaired it. 

“a We likewise produced two little bags made of skins in which 
was found a little bag (sachet) of sugar, another of raisins, 
one of rice, one foot long; a small quantity of salted meat, a 
small caldron, a little salted bacon, about two or three pounds; 
a little bag of black pepper, two smoked deer skins, a fishing line 
with three or four fish-hooks, a steel tinder box, a flint, wool and 
a bottle of oil and we challenged him to say if he recognized all 
this as belonging to him and his son, and wath which they were 
provided. 

He answered that he recognizes all hia effects as those 
which they carried away to serve as nourishment whilst on their 
way home, where they intended to go. 

We showed him that he does not speak the truth since this 


is not sufficient for such a journey as they undertook, at his

He said that he had none, that is to say, neither gun, powder | 


nor lead, only three balls to weight their lines and five or six 
charges of powder to light fire during their voyage. 
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Interrogated as to where he got the money to yeerneee 
the few effects they had in their bags, 

He answered that they had made mill models for Mr. Du 
Breuil who had given him fifty crowns in_cards for them, that 
he had changed five or six piastres worth with sailors who were 
in prison and that the remainder had been used to buy some 
sweets to nourish them in prison and to provide the few effects 
they had in their bags. 

Interrogated if some Frenchmen or others had not induced 
him to get away from the prison, 

He said that none had advised him, nor promised, nor given 
him help nor refuge. 


Interrogated to tell us how, considering his age and weak- 
ness, he got through the hole in the prison without help from any 
one, 


He answered that his son went through first, after having 
obliged him, not wishing to flee and that after getting out he 
helped him, by supporting him whilst sliding along the wall, 
shortly after midnight, and that they both escaped as far as he 
can judge towards the east, that they found a large inclosure or 
park and from there were in the woods which were full of mud 
and water, and that they groped for the Bayou, having asked the 
prisoners on what air line it was; that they were obliged to stop 
two or three days after leaving here. 


The present interrogatory with the responses being reported 
and read to him by Sr. Caiie, the interpreter, he said that he 
heard them well that they were true, persisted therein and signed 
and was led back to the prisons, and since then has refused to 
sign as they reported to him that in preceding interrogatories 
they made him speak otherwise than he had done, that he was 
reported as saying that it was agreed that he was found, sound- 
ing-line in hand, in the river. 

We summoned him to name and tell who were the persons 
who told him and reported a like discourse. 

He said that it was a small man, whom he believes is called 
La Motte, and who, he thinks, is in France or elsewhere. That 
this young man had spread the report in the prison so that it 

came back to him and to his son, who understands French a little, 
~ having learned it since two years that he is in this country; he 
declared moreover that he has sworn to sign nothing without 
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reading it himself, and that it is since then that this was ru- 
mored.

to tell us if he understands and speaks French. He told us that 
he neither understands nor speaks French, wherefore on the mo- 
ment we sent for Sr. Caiie burgher of this City speaking and 
understanding English well to serve as interpreter, who having 
come and being before us we administered the oath to interpret 
well and faithfully the interrogatory in questions as well as an- 
swers which we intend to make the said Englishmen undergo 
presently and on the instant we challenged him through the said 
interpreter to tell us his name, age, qualification, ordinary resi- 
dence and what religion he professes. 

He said he was called Josias Hewouard a ploughman by 
trade, from Orange County in Virginia, aged about twenty-three 
years, of the Presbyterian religion——whereon we made him 
swear on the Holy Scripture to speak and answer the truth on 
what we intend to ask him. 

Interrogated why he is now in irons, which he was not here- 
tofore, 

He answered through Mr. Caiie interpreter that it is be- 
cause he got away from the prison. 

Interrogated at which place he got out of prison and why, 
he answered that he got out by an opening he made as he has 
been detained in the said prisons since two years to learn his 
fate and believing that he was to die there, it being natural to 
try to be free. 
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Interrogated if some Frenchmen or others did not advise 
nor help him to escape from the said prisons, 

He answered no, that no one had advised nor helped him, 
that it was he alone with his father. 

Interrogated as to where they wished to go, 

He answered that their purpose was to return to their 
home. 

Interrogated who guided them to the place where they were 
taken, as it is not natural that folks who do not know the coun- 
try should have gone to this spot without a guide, 

He said it was their own idea. 

Interrogated where he took the hatchet found with him 
when he was arrested with his father, 

He answered that he found it here in the prison. 

Interrogated as to where they bought the steel (“briquet)* 
and the biscuit (“galette’) found on them, he said that he had 
it from a sailor here in prison with them who gave them three, 
two of which they had eaten. 

Interrogated if during their sojourn in the prison they had 
not had communication with some one to aid them in their es- 
cape and if they had not written. | 

He answered no, that they had no understanding with any- 
one, that they left of their own volition; he also said that he had 
written a letter to the King of England to ask for their release. 

On the moment we showed them two small leather bags in 
which were found a little sack of sugar and a small sachet of 
raisins, a small quantity of salt also in another little bag, a 
small bag of rice about a foot long, a little salted meat, a small 
caldron, measuring six or seven inches in diameter, a small quan- 
tity of black pepper, about one fourth.of a pound in a little bag, 
two smoked deer-skins, a fishing line with three or four fish- 
hooks, a steel to strike fire, a flint, sheared wool and a bottle of 


oil and we challenged him to tell us if he knew all this to be his _ . 


and his father’s and found in his supplies. 

He answered through the interpreter that he recognizes all 
these effects to be those that they carried away to serve as nour- 
ishment on their way home where they wished to go. 

We showed him that he does not speak the truth since this 
was not sufficient for such a journey and how they expected to 
do it. 


*This may also be translated tinder-box. 
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He answered that it is true that this small amount of pro- 
visions was not sufficient for more than eight days but that they 
intended to live on fish and that they would have found some- 
thing in the woods. 

Interrogated where they put their mariner’s compass or the 
compass they had to guide them, he said they had none and that . 
they expected to guide themselves by the sun and the stars and 
the knowledge they have of woods. 

Interrogated where they had gotten the money they had and 
with which they bought their provisions, he said that Mr. Du- 
Breuil had given fifty gold crowns to his father and himself for 
Mill models they made for him. 

Interrogated where they took the five or six piastres in 
their possession which they remitted to the troops at the Bayou 
he said they had changed their cards and notes for ‘Pastres 
with some sailors. 

We showed him that they were to go elsewhere bai in their 
country his father being an aged man and not in condition to 
make such a long voyage, he answered that they had no other 
purpose but to return to their country with their family, that 
though his father is aged he thinks that he would have enough 
vigor to reach there by going slowly. 

Interrogated if they had communicated their intention to 
get away to their three comrades who were with them, one of 
whom is now in prison and the two others in the hospital, he. 
answered that they were careful not to speak of it to the German 
who is in prison because they mistrusted him and that the two 
others being sick at the hospital since a long time they had not 
spoken to them and that they informed themselves of the en- 
virons around here from the prisoners who came to the prison 
since they are there. 

Interrogated as to what hour of the night it was when they 
bored through their prison and got rut and how many days ago 
it happened, he answered that they’ left a little after midnight 
last Sunday that they had begun boring the wall on the preced- 
ing night. 

Interrogated where they went that night after their es- 
cape, he answered that they went directly to the west and that 
they fell in an imclosure or park which they thought belonged 
to Mr. DuBreuil where they hid; they walked during the day 


to search for the Bayou to go away and as they found a great 
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deal of water they retraced their steps to seek another route 
and that with much toil they reached the place where they were 
apprehended. 

Of his own volition he said that what had moreover. caused 
them to try to get away was the bad food given them and besides 
that they had been given to understand that they would leave 
in the King’s ship that sailed last year and that as they had not 
been embarked they feared to die of want in the prisons think- 
ing that they were held as spies. 

_ The present interrogatory with replies reported by Sr. 
Caue, interpreter, having been read to him, he said that he heard 
them and understood well, that they are true, persisted therein 
and signed. 

_ _Interrogated if they had any firearms, powder and balls and 
where they put them, 

He said that he had neither arms nor balls, but three balls 
to weight their fishing lines and a little powder to strike light, 
that they did not need any powder, having no guns.

Bishopric of Treves, Province of Luxemburg, 
having taken advice and counsel of Mr. Gabriel Bertrand and 
Miguel Pilou, my friends, I declare that whereas in order to 
better serve God, Our Lord and His Most Holy Mother, Mary, 
Ever Virgin, Our Lady, I have resolved to contract Matrimony 
according to the Rites of Our Holy Mother, the Church, with 
Miss Elena Montanary, native of this city, legitimate daughter 
of the late Juan Montanary and his deceased wife, Margarita 
Talon, and in order to help to support the matrimonial charges 
I have received the sum of two hundred os, Mexican coin- 
age which she had from her work and savings, declaring as I 
do declare that the said two hundred pesos and the income I 
shall hereafter receive from the property which may come to 
her shall be the separate estate of the said Miss Elena Monta- 
nary, and I acknowledge to have received the said two hun-

Marriage Contract Gay of March of the year one thousand seven 
oe agg hundred and seventy-three, before me, the 
Daunoy and Maria Escribano, and undersigned witnesses, ap- 
a peared Don Carlos Felipe Favre Daunoy, 

é First Lieutenant of the d’Auxonne Regiment 
of the Royal Corps of Artillery in the service of His Most 
Christian Majesty, native of this city, legitimate son of the 
late Don Carlos Guy Favre Daunoy and of Dona Catalina Hu- 
bert Belair, residents of this same city; who declared that if 
it be in accordance with the Will of God, Our Lord, and for 
His Holy Service, he has resolved to marry and to receive the 
Nuptial Benediction according to the Rites of Our Holy 
Mother, the Church, by promise made by word of mouth to 
contract a true and lawful marriage with. Dona Maria Eliza- 
betha Destrehan, also a native of this city, legitimate daughter 
of the late Don Juan Bautista Destrehan, Commissioner for 
the Treasurers-General of His Most Christian Majesty in the 
former Treasury of this Colony, and of the late Dona Juana 


Catalina de Gauvry. He declares that no partition and division’ 
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has been made of the estates left by the deaths of the above- 
said Don Juan Bautista Destrehan and his aforesaid wife; 
declaring that all claims to their successions will be liquidated 
only after the accounts have been adjusted by the abovesaid 
Treasurers-General. The dowry and the legitimate paternal 
and maternal inheritance which should belong to the said 
Dona Maria Elizabetha Destrehan can not be precisely stated 
until then. When this has been settled and he has received 
(his bride’s share) in conformity to the partition which will 
be made with the other heirs the bridegroom will then give a 
corresponding receipt and will hold this said part with all the 
rest of his property or the most available of it in order that 
his wife’s (heirs) may forever enjoy the privilege of dowry 
and to return this said dowry to whoever should be the legiti- 
mate heir whenever the present marriage may be dissolved by 
death, divorce or any other cause permitted by law. 

And whereas the said Dona Maria Elizabetha Destrehan 
has no property until the aforesaid liquidation is made, which 
may not take place before the death of the bridegroom, and 
for this reason she may be found in need of what is most nec- 
essary for her daily support. Therefore to prevent this mis- 
fortune the said bridegroom makes her a donation entire, 
perfect and complete, in the best form which the law calls 
Intervivos of the sum of ten thousand livres or two thousand 
pesos, and this donation as a pre-nuptial gift exhibited in Court © 
if necessary or holding the said donation through the sanction 
of the Court so that the said Dona Maria Elizabetha Destrehan 
may enjoy it and may take it from the best of my property 
now possessed or to be acquired, which I especially and ex- 
pressly mortgage and this pre-nuptial donation is made in 
usufruct only for the days of her life and to be valid with 
entire permanence should children be born of our marriage. 

The bridegroom further declares that he brings to this 
marriage for his property the sum of twenty-four thousand five 
hundred livres as his legitimate patrimony in which sum has 
been valued twenty-six negroes which he has had as his share 
of his legitimate paternal inheritance in conformity to the par- 
tition which has been made with his brothers, besides the share 
which belongs to him in the lands, houses, and plantations left 
by the death of his aforesaid father which have not yet been 
partitioned nor divided and he makes no mention and state- 
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ment of all this except in case our marriage should be dissolved 
it should be distinguished from the property gained through 
increase or acquired. | 

And the said Dona Maria Elizabeth Destrehan being present 
at the execution of this written instrument with the agreement 
and consent of Dona Catalina de Gauvry, her grandmother, Don 
Juan Honorato Destrehan, Don Juan Esteban Boré, her brother- 
in-law and curator, and Dona Juana Margarita Maria Boré, her 
sister, all here present, agrees and promises that the said mar- 
riage will be carried into effect and that she will be married to 
the aforesaid Don Carlos Felipe Favre Daunoy by word of 
mouth, immediately, that they will contract a lawful and true 
marriage, this ceremony having been preceded by a publication 
of the bans, or a dispensation of their reading as the Holy Council

In the closing chapter of his interesting and scholarly vol- 
ume* Professor Barker writes: “No other of the forty-eight 
commonwealths composing the United States—with the possible 
exception of Utah—owes its position so completely to one man as 
Texas does to Austin * * * * without Austin there is no reason 
to believe that Texas would differ today from the Mexican States 
south of the Rio Grande.” And years ago Professor George P. 
Garrison, of the University of Texas, wrote: “Of all the men 
who have figured in American history there are no other two who 
have attracted so little attention from their contemporaries and 
have yet done things of such vast and manifest importance as 
Moses Austin and his son Stephen. Their great work consisted 
in the making of Anglo-American Texas, an enterprise planned 
and begun by the one and carried into execution by the other.” 

Moses Austin was a native of Durham, Connecticut. He 
married Miss Maria Brown of Morris county, New Jersey, a 
descendant of Robert Turner, one of the distinguished Quaker 
founders of Pennsylvania, in Philadelphia in 1785. Their son, 
Stephen, was born in Wythe county, Virginia, November 3, 1793. 
The elder Austin had become interested in the mines and lands 
of that region, after having been engaged in business for a while 
in Richmond. In 1798 putting his family and household goods on 
flat boats, the little company drifted down the Kanawha into the 
Ohio, and on down the Mississippi to New Orleans, destined to 
play such an important part in the movement for Texas indepen- 
dence. Thence the toilsome ascent was made up the river to St. 
Genevieve, Missouri, where Moses Austin in due time became a 
Spanish subject. Here he undertook extensive mining operations, 
but the business for all his energy and enterprise did not prosper. 
Undaunted by the well-nigh insuperable obstacles which con- 
fronted him, and sustained ever by the devotion of his faithful 
wife, Austin conceived the idea of planting a colony in the far 
Southwest—in the land of the Tejas. The land was a goodly

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one, fertile and well-watered. The time seemed ripe for such an 
enterprise. In 1821 he received permission from the Spanish 
authorities at Bexar to settle a colony in what is now Texas. But 
the exposure and exhaustion encountered upon his return home 
proved fatal. He contracted pneumonia and despite being “blis- 
tered and bled copiously” passed away on June10 atthe home of 
his daughter. Almost his dying wish was that his son, Stephen, 
should take his place and go on with the enterprise. And rarely 
did a son exemplify filial piety of a higher degree and discharge 
more faithfully a sacred trust than he who is familiarly known 
as the Father of Texas. 


Highly interesting are ae Austin’s ideas of the kind of 
education and ideals of social conduct that he desired to be in- 
stilled into his son. The boy received his preliminary training 
at Bacon Academy in Colchester, Connecticut; he then entered 
old Transylvania University, situated at Lexington, Kentucky, 
which place then enjoyed the designation of being the “Athens” of 
the West, or of Transylvania, as Professor Channing of Harvard 
terms that region, to the amusement of Mississippi Valley his- 
torians. Young Austin left a good account of himself at both 
places, as the statements of his teachers testify. Suffice it to say 
the young Stephen developed “ease of manner and social grace, 
with some appreciation of music and a liking for dancing; mas- 
tered a fluent and vigorous literary style; and grew into a man 
of liberal mind, unimpeachable — and correct and moral 
principles untouched by bigo 

At almost the very time ‘that Arredondo sanctioned the 
petition of the elder Austin (January 10, 1821), the son was 
in New Orleans in quest of employment. For a while he assisted 
in editing the Louisiana Advertiser. A man named Joseph H. 
Hawkins undertook to teach him law, besides boarding him, and 
lending him money for books and clothes. In November Austin 
bought a small vessel, the Lively, which Hawkins fitted out, and 
engaged a number of emigrants to sail for Texas. In the spring 
of the following year we find Austin in Mexico for the purpose 
of obtaining a confirmation of his father’s grant. His letters 
afford a vivid description of the seething political situation and 
of the problem which confronted him. The year spent in the 
capital was one of privation and anxiety, but it was an invaluable 
experience so far as the future welfare of his colony was con- 
cerned; for he learned the language, acquired a knowledge of 
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the characteristics and susceptibilities of the native population, — 
and “laid the political course of keeping aloof from Mexican © 
family quarrels which was to save his settlers a thousand anxie- 
ties”. His success was due to his energy, his perseverance, his 
tact. These qualities were conspicuously shown in the establish- 
ment of his first colony, which was an accomplished fact before 
the close of 1824. 


Thus under the leadership of the greatest of Texan empre- 
sarios was driven a wedge in Mexican territory, and a movement 
inaugurated which would terminate only when a domain imperial 
in extent had been incorporated within the limits of the United 
States. It required a marvellous amount of understanding, good 
judgment, tact and patience to cope with the numerous and per- 
plexing problems which arose from day to day. That Austin 
was a man of keen discernment is evident from his comment on 
the mutterings of some of the discontented spirits among his set- 
tlers in regard to the land situation: “You know that it is innate 
in an American to suspect and abuse a public officer whether he 
deserves it or not.” And again: “to the ignorant part of the 
Americans independence means resistance and obstinacy, right 
or wrong. This is particularly the case with frontiersmen”. His 
acute insight into matters political is apparent from one sentence 
in a letter of his to his cousin, Mrs. Holley, written from New 
Orleans in 1835: “In all countries, one way or another a few 
men rule society.” Austin had no sympathy with the clap-trap 
phrases with which men from his day to our own time have 
deluded themselves, such as the rule of the majority, a govern- 
ment of laws, not of men, and so on. Some of his sentiments 
reveal a philosophy of life akin to that found in Poor Richard’s 
Almanac. To his mother and sister he wrote: “let our motto be 
economy and plain living * * * the only distinction that must be 
known here is between the good and the bad and that must be 
very marked and decisive”’. 


By 1828 there were nearly 3000 settlers in his colony, but 
the insistent demands which the land system, not to speak of 
manifold other problems, made upon Austin’s time and strength 
were having their inevitable effect, and in 1829 his brother 
wrote: “He begins to look quite old; the wrinkles are becoming 
plainer every day.” But he had “accomplished an enterprise 
that will perpetuate our name and place it with honor on the 
page of history.” During the so-called Fredonian Rebellion 
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Austin, in keeping with his policy, was sincerely honest and 
loyal to the Mexican government. 

Having laid securely the foundations of his enterprise Austin 
then turned his attention toward securing stabilizing laws de- 
signed to promote trade, education and kindred matters. Above 
all it was necessary to make provision for the security of slave 
property and for religious toleration. Of peculiar interest in this 
connection is Austin’s letter of June 24, 1832 to Edward Livings- 
ton in which he suggests such changes in the laws as may make 
it possible for a credit system to be based entirely upon moral 
character alone, instead of upon “wealth and coercive means”. 
This letter is also noteworthy for one of the few positive declara- 
tions from Austin’s pen upon the subject of religion: a “belief 
in religion * * * * absolutely indispensable for the well-being 
and sound organization of society”. It was due to Austin’s in- 
genuity that enabled him to save his colony from the provisions 
of the law of April 6, 1830, designed to stop the flood of emi- 
grants from the United States to Texas. The story of the 
Robertson colony controversy into which Austin was drawn, 
illustrates Professor Barker’s skill in elucidating an involved and 
controversial chapter in Texas history. 

To the political upheavals in Mexico in 1832 Austin’s re- 
sponse was patience and loyalty. At the same time he did not 
hesitate to criticise fearlessly the government’s fatuous policy 
toward Texas. But circumstances over which he had no con- 
trol finally drove him from his settled policy of aloofness, and 
in July of this year he directed the people and ayuntamiento of 
San Felipe in the passing of resolutions against the tariff and 
the abuses of the military power, and in calling for separation 
from Coahuila. Then followed the conventions of 1832 and 1833 
resulting in a provisional constitution, and in the adoption of 
petitions to the Mexican Congress in favor of certain measures 
of vital concern to the future prosperity of the colonists. Austin 
was now driven to look to independence for his nascent state in 
case the chronic disorders of Mexico should render secession 
necessary for self-preservation . “Texas is determined to have 
a state government”, he wrote Mrs. Holley. Weak and ill from 
dysentery and cholerina at a time when the cholera was taking 
its frightful toll in New Orleans, Austin now set out upon what 
he termed a wretched trip to the City of Mexico. This was in the 
summer of 1832. Arrived there the answer to his appeal for 
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separation from Coahuila was lodgment in a cell of the old 
Inquisition prison, solitary and incommunicado. He languished 
in prison for two dreary years, oftentimes a prey to despondency 
due to the seeming neglect on the part of his colonists to make 
any efforts for his release. At the end of this period he was 
convinced the federal system could not stand, and at times spec- 
ulated upon the probability of the transfer of Texas to the United 
States. Despite important reforms enacted for the benefit of 
Texas, the activities of certain land speculators and the ma- 
neuvers of the war party roused the fears of those settlers opposed 
to a pacific policy, and on August 20 a call went forth for a con- 
vention, or consultation. 


In September Austin was back in Texas, and within six 
weeks he was chosen head of a few undisciplined militia for the 
purpose of defending the constitutional rights of the Texians, as 
they are termed by the prints of the time. On October 12 he was 
chosen one of three commissioners to the United States to enlist 
sympathy and aid for the struggling colonists. A few days: at 
New Orleans sufficed to convince him that popular opinion in 
this country would strongly support a declaration of indepen- 
dence. Such was the temper of the citizens of this city, that all 
doubts as to the wisdom of Texas separating from Mexico were 
now finally resolved: “I hope to see Texas forever free from 
Mexican domination of any kind.” As early as October 7, a 
Texas committee organized at New Orleans to solicit volunteers 
and donations. Many of these meetings were held at Banks’ 
Arcade on Magazine Street between Gravier and Natchez. 
Prominently identified with the Texan cause were William H. 
Christy and T. Toby and Bros. Through this city poured funds 
and troops to assist a cause that, in the eyes of the people of 
the south and west, was as sacred as the struggle of °76. The 
first Texas loan was subscribed in New Orleans, a performance 
which greatly heartened Austin. With one exception the local 
press accorded the struggling colonists warm support. Ata time 
when newspapers in Texas were few and far between, the Bee 
and other influential journals served as a kind of a publicity 
bureau for the exciting events happening between the Sabine 
and the Rio Grande. It was from this port that the ill-fated 
Tampico expedition sailed. Texas agents such as William Bryan, 
carried on a variety of activities here, whose purpose was to 
aid and further the cause of independence. Above all the little 
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Texas navy was fitted out in the port of New Orleans, and ren- 
dered invaluable service in preventing the blockade of Texas 
ports by the Mexican government. Indeed it is not too much to 
say that but for the moral and material support of the city of 
New Orleans, the struggle for independence might well have 
had a different ending. 


The last chapter in Professor Barker’s volume is entitled: 
“The End of the Voyage.” On December 27, 1836, Austin, worn 
out with his great labors, passed away. His last words were: 
“Texas recognized. Archer told me so. Did you see it in the 
papers?” 

In his delirum as in brighter days the one goal of all his 
endeavors had been the welfare of the settlers. “The prosperity 
of Texas has been the object of my labors, the idol of my exis- _ 
tence. It has assumed the character of a religion, for the guidance 
of my thoughts and actions for fifteen years.” 

As the author observes, Austin both temperamentally and 
by his methods, belonged to the statesman-diplomatic type. His 
self-revealing letters, extracts from which form such an inter- 
esting and important portion of the volume, indicate a “studious, 
thoughtful mind, accurately informed and extensive in range.” 
The finest thing about him perhaps was his moral integrity. 
Some of the keen observations penned by him as to the nature and 
workings of democracy might have been written by Jefferson. 
Austin’s undertaking was a business enterprise, pure and simple, 
and devoid of any religious or humanitarian elements, which 
characterized the enterprises associated with the names of Penn, 
Oglethorpe and Brigham Young. 

The volume is the fruit of years of patient and discriminating 
research. Nothing has been overlooked by the author that might 
throw any light upon Austin and the inception and carrying out 
of his stupendous achievement. The book is an excellent speci- 
men of scientific historial investigation. Professor Barker has 
had an enormous amount of historial material to evaluate, and 
he has used the sources in a critical, forceful and discriminating 
manner. The book is written in a clear, simple and restrained 
style, and the subject is handled in a sympathetic and at the 
same time in a thoroughly detached manner. With Professor 
Herbert E. Bolton, of the University of California, Professor 
Barker enjoys the distinction of being the creator of a new school 
of historical research, which has found expression not only in the 
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collection of a mass of documents bearing upon the history of the 
Southwest, but in putting forth and in inspiring others to write 
scholarly monographs dealing with the development of a region 
so rich in historic interest. 

A word of praise is due the publishers for the painstaking 
care evident in the mechanical features of the volume. It is 
handsomely bound, and so far as the reviewer’s observation goes 
is not marred by a single typograpical error.

REGULATIONS 


To be observed by the SYNDICS and ALCALDs, 
of the Jurisdiction of BATON ROUGE. 
30 October 1804 


This very scarce document has been copied for the Quarterly with his consent 
from the collection of Mr. H. Gibbs Morgan, in the Louisiana State Museum at the 
Cabildo; New Orleans. The copy follows the original literally even to the reproduc- 
tion of errors in spelling, capitals, punctuation, etc. The date “Baton Rouge, 30th 
October 1804” eand the signature “Vincent Folch” indicates that after the loss of 
Louisiana the Spanish authorities were making prompt and extraordinary efforts to 
hold West Florida to its allegiance to the Spanish Crown and to prevent the Ameri- 
cans from remaining in it except at the sacrifice of their political independence. 

We believe that the publication here made is the first publication of this curious 
document. The original is beautifully printed on white paper measuring 6% by 8% 
inches in folder shape, the leaves being still uncut.—Eprror, La. Hist. QUARTERLY. 


lst. Every Syndic or Alcald, must keep a Book or List, 
containing the name and surname of all the Inhabitants of his 
district; regulated by the date of their settlement in his Maj- 
esty’s dominions, which is to serve him for the nomination to 
all services or undertakings in which they may be employed, in 
order that the burd€n of all services may be perfectly equal and 
that no one perform a service ‘or labor twice, until all shall have 
done their share, at the requisition of the Syndic or Alcald. He 
who shall not appear at the appointed hour will be fined in the 
sum of five dollars; the same fine will be imposed on the Alcald 
or Syndic, who through partiality or favor, does not nominate 
in the regular order. 

2d. All the Inhabitants are hereby required to furnish 
within the term of eight days, from the date of the publication 
of these Regulations, to the respective Alcalds or Syndics, of 
their districts, a List containing their names and surnames, that 
of their Wives and Children; and immediately following, to 
specify the number of Acres their Plantations consist of, whether 
they were granted or purchased, and in both cases, the date of 
the Sale or Grant, must be expressed, adding in the former the 
name of the seller; immediately afterwards, is to follow the 
number of Slaves,-: distinguishing their sex and age, the num- 
ber of Cattle, Horses, Hogs and Sheep, specifying each kind 
separately, conformably to the plan or *return annexed, for the 
greater facility of those who are to give in these statements, and 
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he who fails in the execution of the order, will be fined five dol- 
lars. 


8d. By these statements the Alcalds must regulate their 
Registers, and being well assured that they are exact, they will 
forward the aforesaid List to the Governor of the Jurisdiction, 
that by them, he may make out a General Register of the whole 
of its extent, for his knowledge and Government. 


4th. No Syndic or Alcald must permit any individual what- 
ever to settle in his district, unless he presents a Copy of the 
Oath of Allegiance, which must be positively taken before the 
Governor of the Jurisdiction, and permission at the foot of the 
aforesaid copy to settle in the district, and every individual who 
may be found in the limits of the Jurisdiction, without having 
taken the Oath, is hereby required to appear within the space of 
eight days, before the Governor of the Jurisdiction, to explain 
to him the reasons of his omission, and in case he finds them suf- 
ficient, and looks on the person as a good character, and one 
~ who enjoys a good reputation, he will admit him to take the 
Oath; but in the contrary case, he will ordeahim out of the Ter-’ 
ritories of his Majesty, in a limited time, with all his property 
if he owns any; subject to the aforesaid fine in case of non-com- 
pliance. Vagabonds or People of bad character will not be 
admitted as settlers, although they should offer to take the Oath 
of Allegiance. 


5th. No Inhabitant shall receive any individual whatever, 
who is not of the jurisdiction, into his house for more than 
twenty-four hours, without giving information thereof to the 
Syndic or Alcald of his district, nor can this latter suffer any 
one to remain there more than three days, without presenting 
himself to the Go*vernor. of the Jurisdiction, who informed of 
the motives of his coming, will grant him in writing leave for a 
limited time to finish the affairs or business, which have been . 
the object of his journey; it being the duty of the Syndics and 
Alcalds to compel all passengers to pay obedience to the orders 
of Government, and in case of non-compliance they shall be sub- 
ject to the aforesaid fine. 


6th. The Syndics and Alcalds must be particularly watch- 


ful that no Negro shall pass through this jurisdiction who does 


not belong to it, nor even those who do, without the necessary 
permission from their master, and they are to apprehend the 
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one and the other when found without a proper pass. They 
must likewise prevent the Inhabitants from buying or introduc- 
ing any Negro born in or coming from a Foreign country, with- 
out his being examined by the Governor of the jurisdiction, who 
will proceed in the business conformably to the directions he has 
received in this particular; and those who contravene in this 
respect will be subject to the aforesaid fine. 


7th. Experience having proved how prejudicial the con- 
course of Indians is to every settlement, and the numberless com- 
plaints, made by all the jurisdiction’s of the Province, imposing 
the necessity of remedying its bad effects; every inhabitant is 
prohibited from carrying on any Indian Trade, under the penalty 
of twenty-five dollars, and confiscation of all the goods found 
with him, for this trade, and all the Peltries which he may have 
received, the whole to the profit of the Treasury, after deducting 
the expences of Justice. Besides, every inhabitant who shall 
act contrary to what is absolutely forbid, shall be made respon- 
sible in his property, for the loss and damages suffered by his 
neighbours, or the inhabitants of the jurisdiction, if caused by the 
Indians, attracted by his trading with them. 


‘8th. Every inhabitant is prohibited from buying of the 
Indians, Horses or Cattle marked or branded, under pain of being 
fined twenty-five dollars, and paying besides the expences and 
losses of the owner, who may come to claim the property stolen 
by the Indians. 

9th. Having found that the losses caused by the Indians 
every year in the Province, amounts to a considerable sum, the 
Syndics and Alcalds must persuade the inhabitants to adopt a 
counter mark, smaller than their usual brand, formed of the let- 
ters B. R. to be applied to the neck of the horned cattle, and to 


horses under the mane, which counter mark will point out in 


case of robbery the district from which the animal may have 
been stolen, it being then an easy matter to discover the owner; 
the B. R. serving for Baton Rouge, S. L. for the Bay of St. Louis, 
P. K. for Pascagoulas, M. for Mobelle, and P. for Pensacola. 
10th. It is the particular duty of the Alcalds and Sindics, 
to take care of the repairs of Roads and Bridges, endeavoring 
to have this work done in the interval between housing the crop 
and the time of planting in the ensuing season, it being impor- 
tant for them to recollect that this work contributes to their own 
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advantage and prosperity; but they must not loose sight of a 
perfect equality in the contributions to this important object in 
order to avoid complaints, which will only be attended to when 
well founded, and every white person, who shall fail to attend, 
will be fined two dollars, and every Negro one dollar for every 
day missing, which fines are to be applied to carry on the work. 


11th. The Alcalds and Syndics in general, and particularly 
those on the rivers Mississippi, Pearl, Tanchipaho, Ticfaw, Nic- 
tal’bany, and Iberville, are to take care, that on the banks of the 
said rivers, intermediate Bayous, or shores of the Lakes, no tim- 
ber is cut on the Crown lands without the Governors permission 
who never will grant it unless to inhabitants of the jurisdiction; 
all timber cut without permission is to be confiscated and an in- 
ventory taken of it, specifying the quality, wether squared 
timber and its dimensions, shingles, staves, boards, pickets or 
ship timber &c. and the whole being done in the presence of 
two witnesses, it is to be forwarded to the Governor of the juris- 
diction. 

12th. The disturbances lately occasioned by the rebels 
Kemper’s and their associates, force the Government to take all 
imaginable precautions, to prevent in future the introduction 
of similar malefactors and enemies of public tranquility, and 
whilst the necessary dispositions are taken to insure the acquisi- 
tion of inhabitants who will conform to the customs and Govern- 
ment of Spain, on account of the analogy between it and their 
political opinion; information is hereby given that no person 
whatever who has not taken the Oath of Allegiance, will be per- 
mitted to settle in the Province of West Florida, unless on ae 
conditions prescribed in the 4th article. 


13th. The abuse of establishing Taverns, Inns, Billiard 
Tables, &c. without License is the occasion that at present vaga- 
bonds find a shelter, and the former are the chief encouragers 
of the disorders and robberies of the Indians; this must therefore 
. be put an immediate end to, and those which may be permitted 
in future must have license in writing from the Alcald or Syn- 
dic who will grant it only to inhabitants of well known honesty, 
for which they will pay half yearly six dollars to be applied to 
the expences of justice; every person convicted of selling liquors 
without this requisite will*be fined the first time twenty-five dol- 
lars and the liquors will be confiscated, for the second time fifty 
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dollars and the same confiscation of the liquors, and for the third 
one hundred, besides being compelled to depart out of the Juris- 
diction, which fine will be also imposed in the same manner oan 
the tavern-keeper, inn-keeper, or master of a billiard table, who 
under whatever pretext may sell liquor to the Indians; and the 
exact observance of this order is particularly recommended to 
the different Syndics and Alcalds. 


14th. As there may be a few inhabitants who may not be 
disposed to comply with what is ordered in these regulations, or 
with what was formerly directed, from which nothing is dero- 
gated, it is hereby made known that passports will be granted 
to all those wiHo may wish to leave the Province, that they may 
offect it, perme away their property with them, and they will 


be even permmted to sell the Lands they occupy, if they have 
resided on them ten years,. or if they have purchased them from 
persons who had a right to sell them. : 


15th. Whenever the officer ordered to regular the Militia 
may appear in the district, the Alcalds and Syndics must give 
him all necessary assistance to carry his commission into due 
effect, it being well understood that he will be called to a severe 
~ account who shall appear indolent or ill inclined in an affair of 
so much importance, to the defence of this jurisdiction, and to 
the establishment of its tranquility. 


16th. The Alcalds or Syndics of each division are to remit 
every six months to the Governor of the Territory a list or 
account signed by them, of the fines and penalties they have 
exacted, and another on a separate sheet of what may have been 
received from "Taverns and Billiard tables, forwarding at the 
same time the money received from both sources, as the amount 
is to be applied to the expences caused by the administration of 
justice. 


17th. Every man ought to endeavour to be useful to the 
society in which he lives, because from this desire are produced 
good order and that protection which every individual stands in 
need of for his personal safety and that of his property. The 
persons who contribute most to this common security so neces- 
sary to every settlement, are those who are charged with the 
Administration of Justice, which honorable commission when 
discharged with equity merits the appaluse of our superiors and 
what is still more valuable the esteem and respect of the public 
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in general. The Judge to acquit himself of his duty with gen- 
eral approbation ought to be just, disinterested and impartial. 
The Laws or Ordinances whether Civil, Criminal or Municipal 
have for their object individual security, the preservation of 
property, the defence of the poor against the influence of the 
rich man, and to support the weak from the oppression of the 
powerful, to protect innocence against the attacks of calumny, 
and that no individual of the society be maltreated or injured 
with impunity by another, and lastly to punish the wicked. 

There is no person whatever, so weak who cannot compre- 
hend the necessity of attending scrupulously to what is here 
directed, because by maintaining with rigour what is ordered by 
the Magistrates, and by the punctual obedience of the inhabi- 
tants, good order is supported and the public tranquility is 
secured, which is the best treasure in the possession of any 
society.

INTRODUCTION | 
By the Editor Louisiana Historical Quarterly. 

This is the inventory of the estate of a man of affairs and of social 
and financial distinction in New Orleans, who came to Louisiana during 
the early French period and died in July, 1769, just one month before the 
arrival of O’Reilly with the Spanish Army. It is in many respects one of 
the most important documents found in our local French colonial archives 
and we hope some day to make it the subject of a special paper for separate 
study and more elaborate treatment than it is possible in an introduction. 
' This document was found among the disordered Spanish records by 
Laura L. Porteous, in charge of the Spanish Department of the archives. 
It was transcribed and translated by Edith Dart Price. Her work was 


then submitted to Heloise H. Cruzat, who gave it careful and meticulous 
revision, and the writer in his turn has given toilsome nights and spare 


days to the joint work of these specialists. In short, the work of prepara- 
tion for the printer has been going on for two years. 

The document deserves all the loving care that has been bestowed upon 
it because it opens a new chapter in the history of French Colonial Louis- 
iana, giving us an accurate contemporary description of the houses that 
men lived in, the premises they occupied, the furniture, clothing, etcetera, 
in fact, all that goes to make up the ‘inside life of a citizen of that period 
can be picked out of the Prevost inventory, and it will serve hereafter as 
an example of domestic life in Louisiana during the French Period. 

It is very evident that Prevost was a man of apparent means; that 
he lived well, and in his day presented to the little world of New Orleans 
a fine example of the old time manners and methods of life that have been 
exploited so long and so much in our literature, until every one is tired 
of the name of “fine old colonial gentleman.” 

Prevost occupied a prominent official position as the Agent of the 
Company of the Indies, and this must have carried with it a great deal of 
power and influence in the community. It is our purpose, as we have 
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just indicated, to make an accurate study later on of the life of the man as 
we find it tracked out in the Superior Council Records for thirty years 
or more preceding his death, and with that in view, it is sufficient for this — 
introduction to say that the Prevost inventory here published will always 
be memorable because we have uncovered within its pages a remarkable 
library, the first reference to a library of like consequence that can be 
found in our historical documents. 

The fact that a library of three hundred or more volumes was in New 
Orleans anterior to the Spanish Cession is not of itself a remarkable thing, 
but it is the nature of this library that fixes our attention, for Prevost had 
here in Louisiana all that body of the new French literature of that era 
which is constantly referred to as one of the primary causes and sources 
of the French Revolution. Thus he had a translation of John Locke’s essay 
on the Human Understanding, he had Voltaire in five volumes, he had 
Rousseau’s Thoughts and his famous essay on Education, which was rev- 
olutionary in its ideas. 

Besides these books, the whole run of the serious part of his library 
tended toward history, political history particularly, and some of the books 
that he had, were written by men who had been exiled from France as the 
result of their political independence. May it not be that we get here a 
glimpse of the source of the political philosophy of the leaders.of our own 
Revolution in 1765? Remember, moreover, that Prevost is not mentioned in 
any of our histories, possibly because his death from natural causes in July 
saved him from the fate of Lafreniere and others, but is it possible that a 
man of his position, with this library, this great engine of political thought 
and independence in his house, could not have been an associate, and his 
home the rendezvous of men of the type of Lafreniere, Villere, and others 
who led the revolutionary movement? 

We are glad indeed to preserve this valuable inventory in print, and 
we think that in many other respects than those mentioned, its discovery 
will bear in the future the same relation to Louisiana history that the 
discoveries by the spade have had in opening up the history of the ancient

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EDITOR’S CHAIR 
By HENRY P. DART 


The desire to accumulate property 
PRIVATE COLLECTOR and estate is latent in every human or- 
OF ARCHIVE ganism, but only a small percentage of 
MATERIAL the species develops the particular 


feature of this desire that tends to personal or private acquisi- 
tion of early prints and original documents and papers, public 
or personal that have autographic or historical value. 


So far as statistics touch the subject at all, it would appear 
this development is comparatively recent in its origin as related 
to other well established characteristics of the human. Indeed 
it is believed a new instinct has been added that did not exist 
before the invention of printing and the peculiar feature now 
under discussion is perhaps of much later origin, flowering so 
to speak under the diffusion of universal knowledge. 

Study of the trait indicates that primarily it is but an exten- 
sion of the oldest instinct of all, that of hoarding and hiding 
which underlies the miser’s pleasure in life; but unlike the miser 
the possessor of this new characteristic is apt to be careless about 
property distinctions where it comes to the question of getting 
posession of valuable documents; thus recently in France it has 
been discovered that .a respected official whose duties gave him 
access to certain priceless old archives, had for years been filch- 
ing irreplacable documents with a cunning in the concealment 
of his crime that long kept him immune. 


Fortunately the presence of this element in human nature 
has resulted on the whole to the benefit of mankind. Thus in 
England several private collections begun in the 17th and 18th 
centuries served as the nucleus for public collections. The British 
Museum, the Record office and other institutions that might be 
named are the glorified manifestation of the difference between 
private and public ownership of such documents and papers. The 
same is true in France and in the United States. The latter 
indeed bids fair to become the great repository of the world, for 
aside from the Congressional Library which is cosmopolitan and 
universal in its sympathy for historical material, other collections 
open to public use have grown in magnitude and now not only 
private collectors but individuals as well are constantly releasing 
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such papers for general enjoyment. The employment of great 
fortunes in the endowment of existing repositories or in the 
creation of new ones like the Morgan Collection in New York 
and the extraordinary Huntington Collection in California is 
proof that this primary and not always admirable instinct is 
expanding under that joy of giving which entitles the giver to 
be ranked among the blessed. 


When you consider it from this broad point of view, what is 
nobler than to use one’s time and money to open to all the oppor- 
tunity of enjoyment, of cultivation, of studious delight through 
the treasure houses of history embalmed in letters, papers and 
documents, public and private in their origin. The search for 
such documents is an adventure that satisfies the mind; when 
found the generous instinct is to share the satisfaction with 
others—a traveller’s iale so to speak- The great end of every 
adventure is to open up new avenues. This particular voyage 
of discovery then should have for its object the opening up of 
a new world for the rest of us who have neither the time, the 
means and mayhap not even the capacity to grasp the proposition 
until the discoverer spreads his sails like Columbus and returns 


to his home port with the news of this joyous ending of his 
voyage of discovery. 


| It is true we have recently seen the breakup of many such 
private collections. In some cases this is in the nature of a 
| public calamity that follows the death of the owner. The fashion 
now seems toward making this dissolution in the lifetime of the 
| collector. In a certain city of the United States there are estab- 
lishments devoted wholly to the business of realizing on such 
assets. The eye and the mind are appealed to in rich and won- 
derful catalogues. The primal instinct, this new instinct, is 
aroused and at the inevitable auction the cupidity of the private 


collector is set in competition with the limited ability of the 
public collector. 


If that were all the tale would end pitifully, but fortunately 
the reports of the tremendous prices obtained at one. sale calls 
forth other offers and ultimately the miser’s hoard reaches the 
market. A residuum at least passes into public ownership. In 
short the calamity of an auction sale becomes a measure of pub- 
lic good. It is the sluice that pours steadily into the market 
duplicates and other and still other accumulations beyond the 
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capacity of the individual collector to assimilate and the public 
is slowly but surely benefited by the flood. There is- scarcely 
an object that is exposed at such sales that is not needed in some 
shape or form for public utility. To meet this situation, the 
Museums of the world and particularly of our country have 
enlarged their usefulness until now they are a recognized adjunct 
in the continuous education and cultivation of modern life. The 
Smithsonian Institute, the Metropolitan Art Museum and last 
but in its way not least, the Louisiana State Museum, are 
examples of the growth of the public desire, that public owner- 
ship shall replace the limited enjoyment of the private collector; 
this sentiment is rapidly crystallizing in this department as it 
has already crystallized in other aspects into an addition to the 
decalogue, Thou shalt use thy fortune for the enhancement of 
the public weal, thou shalt buy, obtain and possess in trust and 
only for the benefit of thy less fortunate fellows.

Mobile, dated January 3, 1740; a receipt of Mr. Decallongne 
for 6257 livres 6 sols for the share of the infant child 
of Magdelaine Melizan dated July 6, 1750; the extract of 
the death of Antoine Decallongne who died in La Rochelle, 
- aged 2 years, dated October 7, 1756; the responses of the 
defendant to the replies of the plaintiff; the Marriage Con- 
tract of Magdelaine Boyer, widow Deslandes and Francois 
Guillaume Melizan, executed in Mobile before Mr. Dubar- 
dieu, Notary, dated February 4, 1734; the conclusion in 
writing of the Attorney General of the King; the report of 
Mr. Piot de Launay, all minutely examined. The Council — 
nonsuits and does nonsuit the plaintiff of his demands, hold- 
ing the right to order and does order that the donation 
carried in the Marriage Contract of Antoine Decallongne 
and the deceased Marie Magdelaine Melizan, executed by 
Mr. Marcelain, Notary of Mobile, on March 22, 1749, have 
its full and entire effect for Mr. Decallongne, the survivor, 
for the usufruct during his life and for its security he must 
give good and sufficient bond which will be received by the 
attorney for vacant estates and that after his death the said 
sum of 6257 livres 6 sols must revert to and belong to the 
plaintiff according to the wishes of the lady donor.” 


Having presented the foregoing extract taken from the 
records of the Superior Council dated December 29, 1766, 
the plaintiff alleges, that according to this decree of the Council, 
the defendant should give a bond at the pleasure of the Depositary 
General for 6257 livres 6 sols, as the usufruct of this sum should 
be for his benefit until his death. He asks that Decallongne be 
called upon to give this bond with a short space of time. 

Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice orders the decree of the Su- 
goed Council put into execution and the bond given within 

s. | | 
May 24, defendant answers through his attorney, Francisco 
Broutin, asking for a copy of the proceedings in this suit brought 
against him. The records are ordered sent to him and two days 
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later he answers that the action brought against him by Joseph 
Barbot (Barbeau) to give bond for 6257 livres 6 sols, which 
belonged to a child he had by Maria Magdalena Melizan, his first 
wife, should have no place in justice. The plaintiff has no right 
to make this demand as he is not an heir, nor related to, nor 
empowered by the heirs or co-heirs nor is his wife either. Neither 
of them have any interest in the community property that he 
had with his first wife. They are very much deceived in saying 
that he has only usufruct of that sum. He will prove that his 
wife has made a donation of all her property, before a Notary 
with all the formality of law. It is in accordance with law that 
parents inherit from their children. The decree presented on 
page 1 is illegal, as he was not notified of the case. He knew 
that suit was brought against him by Barbeau, but not of this 
decree because if he had he would have protested against such 
a judgment. Assuredly the gentleman must have been mistaken 
in the decision, when he says on the reverse side of page 5 that 
the sum belongs to the defendant in conformity to the wish of 
the donor, his first wife, and on page 5 the decree says that the 
donation made in his favor shall have its entire effect. The at- 
torney for vacant estates has not asked for this bond notwith- 
standing the fact that the decree ordered it 7 years ago, because 
it was a mistake. He prays that Barbeau’s unjust claim be 
excluded and that he be condemned to pay all costs either caused 
or to be caused and to order that the donation made in his Mar- 
riage Contract be entirely fulfilled. 

This answer is sent to plaintiff who answers June 2: stat- 
ing that it is useless for the defendant to endeavor to initiate a 
new suit for one already heard and judged as appears from the 
decree presented on page 1. The claim that parents inherit 
from their children according to law is not the case except for 
movable property. He repeats his prayer that Decallongne be 
ordered to give full and sufficient bond in conformity to the 
- decision already rendered and that he also be condemned to pay 

Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice rules that in order to better 
understand the case, let a certified copy of the donation be placed 
on file which was mentioned in the decree of the late Council. 
Juan B. Garic, Escribano (clerk of the court), thereupon certifies 
that the donation referred to in the decree is not in the Archives 
in his charge, as Decallongne’s Marriage Contract containing this 
donation was executed in Mobile. 

June 4, Decallongne says that in accordance with the Court’s 
decree, asking for a copy of the donation, as there is none in the 
_ Escribano’s office, he presents his own copy. (Note this copy is 
-not included in the record as it was returned to the owner who 
receipts for it September 25, 1773.—L. L. P.) 

On the same day plaintiff pleads again that in his foregoing 
petition he did not contest the donation but made the observation 
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that the defendant having had children, although they may be 
dead, the donation can not have place in law and that he can 
not be the heir by the death of his children. 

Unzaga, on Odoardo’s advice, rules: 


“Let the judgment be handed down in this audience,” and on 
June 9, the final sentence is passed: “Whereas, And that 
the Laws of the Kingdom do not permit the embarrassed 
(Embaraso) party to dispose of, each one at his will, of the 
property which has come to him from his patrimony and 
that those who have asked the bond for the share belonging 
to Maria Magdalena Melizan are of this class. Therefore 
His Lordship declares this instance (suit) without place 
in justice which Joseph Barbeau has brought to this end, as 
wedded husband of Maria Juana Deslandes and in conse- 
quence he revoked and did revoke the ruling on page 7 which 
confirmed the one of the year 1766, given by the late Council, 
without condemnation of costs. Each one to pay for his 
own and those in common by one half each. The taxation 
to be made by the present Escribano with the inclusion of 
10 reales. Assessor’s fees for this sentence.” ( Signed) 
Unzaga, (Signed) Odoardo. 


June 11, Decallongne asks to have the donation included 
in his Marriage Contract which he presented in this suit returned 
to him. The Court rules: “As it is prayed under his receipt.” 
September 25, Decallongne signs a receipt for his Marriage Con- 
tract. August 20, he says that the sentence in this cause has 
been definitively pronounced and as the time for an appeal has 
expired, he asks the Court to declare the sentence final, “as passed 
with the authority of a thing adjudged.” This is sent to his 
opponent. August 31, the defendant reiterates his plea as Bar- 
beau has not answered. 

September 2, Unzaga, on Odoardo’s advice, rules: 


“Whereas: Let the proceedings of June 8 be declared as 
consented to and passed in «authority of a thing adjudged 
and in its consequence let it be guarded, complied with, and 
executed.” Assessor’s fees, 10 reales. 


September 16, Decallongne asks that the Escribano be 
ordered to make a certified copy of the judgment rendered making 
the sentence, in this cause, final with the authority of a thing 
adjudged. Petition denied.

Both Caminada and Gayarre are sum- 
moned to verify their signatures to the contract and also to the 
receipt. Caminada, because he is a Protestant, takes oath on the 
Holy Evangelists, declaring that the note on page 1 is the one 
that he has conveyed at the order of Pedro Cowley and that 
defendant has been properly credited. May 18, Juan Antiono 
Gayarre acknowledges the signature and obligation and promises 
to pay the balance as promptly as possible. 

May 21, Cowley asks to have the defendant ordered to pay 
the balance of his debt in planks immediately since he has ac- 
knowledged the obligation. Unzaga, on Odoardo’s advice, 
orders the lumber delivered within three days. 


May 25, Gayarre answers that he is without the necessary 
planks nor has he any other assets with which to satisfy the 
obligation. He prays that the Lieutenant of this Army be 
ordered to hold back from him a third part of his pay until 90 
pesos, 3 reales is completed which is the value of the lumber 
at current prices as he promised in his declaration on the 18th 
of this month. 


This is ordered sent to the opposition without prejudice. 
On the same day (owley makes an objection to Gayarre’s plan 
to liquidate his debt and asks to have appraisers appointed to 
put a value on the planks due him, naming for his part Fran- 
cisco Bijon. He further requests that the defendant be ordered 
to do likewise within a short space of time. Petition granted. 
The appraiser must accept and take oath. Bijon qualifies on 
the same day. 

May 26, Juan Antonio Gayarre names as his appraiser 
Carlos de la Chaise. He is accepted by the Court and ordered 
to qualify, and does so the same day.

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June 14, Messrs. Cowley and Gayarre declare themselves 
in accord, ask for a return of the note and taxation of costs, 
which Gayarre agrees to pay promptly. With the consent of 
both parties, the Court orders the obligation returned and costs 


taxed by the Escribano to be paid by Gayarre. Costs taxed

Philippe Flotte, residing fifteen 
leagues from this city, sets forth 
that a man whom he does not 
know has arrived at his planta- 
tion to notify him of His Lord- 
ship’s verbal order not to sell nor 
alienate any of his property as 
his wife, Maria Theresa Le Veil- 
le or L’Eveille, has given it to Mr. 
Jacquet, a soldier of the Battal- 
ion of Louisiana, and not only 
his property. which belongs. to 
him but also what belongs to her. 
He prays this donation made to 
Jacquet have no place (be an- 
nulled). 


the trial, and decision. July 13, 


| | Veille, widow Tirel by her first 
marriage, and now the wife of Philippe Flotte, answers to her 
husband’s petition, claiming ownership of her property which 


does not belong to the community nor was it gained nor earned 


during their married life. She alleges she received it before 
her marriage to her second husband, and asks that the dona- 
tion (she has made to Jacquet) may have value and that her 
husband be prevented from selling and alienating her property. 
July 13, Flotte denied his wife’s statement and says that in 
time he will prove that it belongs to him very legitimately and 
asks that the donation made to Jacquet be nullified. 


July 19, Mrs. Flotte sets forth that it is useless for her 
husband to claim to have acquired her property by marrying 
her. It is the duty of the husband to sustain the charges of 
the community, but on the centrary, he gave her many blows 
and that if she failed to die from them, it was not because he 
failed to use the necessary force to cut short her life. For 
these reasons her husband is unworthy of the donation (per- 
haps by marriage contract—(Editor) which she revokes in 
due form and asks that her gift to Jacquet have full and due 
effect in remuneration for his having fed and sheltered her 
for two years. As she can not sign her name to her written 
documents nor follow this law suit she gives the necessary 
power and authority to her attorney, Leonardo Mazange, to 
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prosecute it until the end. Unzaga, on Odoardo’s advice, or- 
ders this case to go on trial within nine days. | 
October 25, Philippe Flotte calls for a publication of the 
proofs and that they be delivered to him to “allege as well 
proven.” October 30, Mrs. Flotte asks for a despatch to be 
sent to the Commander at Manchac, Mr. Dessales, for a certain 
declaration in which the force of her proofs consists and which 
has already been sent. She asks that the publication be sus- 
pended until the delivery of this despatch to the Escribano. 
This is sent to Flotte who opposes the delay as the time re- 
quired by law for the publication. has passed. November 6, 
Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice, rules: That Mrs. Flotte’s plea 
for delay asking to suspend publication is without place as the 
80 days required by law and much more time has elapsed, so 
he orders the publication and delivery to the parties so that 
their claims may be alleged as well proven. 
July 21, testimony which Mr. Flotte asks to file, was given. 
He asks to reproduce his petitions. (pp. 2 and 10) and all the 
rest favorable to the process. After three petitions to be con- 
ceded an extension of time, on August 13 he presents an inter- 
rogatorio upon which Mr. Luis Piot de Launay is to be ques- 
, tioned, viz: : 
ist Q. Is it not true that it was with his consent and that 
he was present when his wife was separated from 
him in virtue of a written act drawn up before Juan 
B. Garic in the month of June, 1769? 
2nd Q. Is it not true that by this same written act she 
could not sell nor alienate any of her property?

These questions were apparently never answered as none 
appear in the record. | 3 
August 14, Flotte states that as it is prejudicial to him 
to sell anything, he asks that the Escribano be ordered not 
to pass any act of sale until this cause has been decided. 
August 19, he files a certified copy of the marriage contract 
between Philippe Flotte, oldest son of Jean Louis Flotte and 
Andre Aimé, native of Ville La Granoy, Bishopric of Aneis in 
Savoye, and Marie Therese Leveille, widow of the deceased 
Pierre Tirel, late pilot of the King at the Port of Balize. This 
contract is dated January 16, 1753, and therein they each 
make the other a donation of all movable and immovable 
property. The original is signed by Charles Tizonneaux and 
oseph Songy, witnesses for the groom, and Claude Carmouche, 
who declared he could not write, Marie Therese Leveille, Pierre 
Charon, Connard, (Gilles Alexis) called La Forest, Pierre Ze- 
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ringue. Before Chantalou, Notary. At the end of this con- 
tract is an extract taken from the register of the Audiences of 
the Superior Council of Louisiana dated December 9, 1761, to 
the effect that considering the donation inserted, the Council 
orders that the said donation will be recorded in the register 
of the greffier of the Council to be executed according to its 
form and tenor which has been made at the moment by the 
greffier on the said register, fo. 78. 


August 23, Flotte presents an interrogatorio by which 
Jacquet, a soldier of this Battalion, must be questioned. (Jac-

ist Q. Is it not true that he knew that Mrs. Flotte has given 
(him) all her property by her marriage contract? 
A. Jacquet answers that he does not know. 
2nd Q. Is it not true that he knew that Mrs. Flotte could not. 
give nor sell nor alienate any of her property? 
‘A. Nor does he know this either. 
3rd Q. Is it not true that he did not put his. wife as a boarder 
at his house? 

A. It was as a boarder that she was at his house and. not

5th Q. Let him declare what. were the conditions that he had 
made with her for feeding her and to let her live in 
house? 

A. He said since the month of December of 1771, he had

August 27, Mr. Flotte presents an interrogatorio to be 

answered by his wife, viz: 
Ist Q. Is it not true that she never wished to live with him | 
and has always wished to be separated ? 


A. It is true that she never wished to live with the ques- 
tioner because of the bad treatment he has given her 
Nii cruelties continually executed until he wished to 
1er. 
2nd Q. Is it not true that she has placed herself at Jacquet’s 
without notifying him and without his consent? 
t is true. | 
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38rd Q. Let her declare all the property she has in slaves, 
money, movables, and other effects. 


A. In property she has one negress, Maria Francisca, with 
her son named Juan Baptiste, a negro called Luis; she 
has no money and no movables, that she has a planta- 
tion fourteen leagues below the city and on it she has 
about 50 head of cattle. 


4th Q. Let her declare what she has sold of them, to whom, 
and for how much? 


A. About five years before she sold a negress, Marianna, 
to Joseph Duplessis, Alcalde Ordinario, for 250 pesos, 
and the other negress, named Rosa, with her little mu- 
latto son, she sold to Mr. Laurenze, the tavern-keeper, 
about 15 months before for 250 pesos with an order 
obtained from the Governor General for the sale of the 
said slaves to pay her debts. 

5th Q. Let her declare what she has turned over to the said 
Jacquet for her lodging and food? | 
A. She has not paid anything to Jacquet for her board. 


September 9, Mr. Flotte presents a certified copy of an 
agreement which he and his wife made which he wishes filed 
with his proofs. This agreement was executed by J. B. Garic, 
Notary, and dated June 12, 1769. By it Philippe Flotte and 
Marie Therese Leveille, widow of the deceased Pierre Tisel 
and now the wife of the forenamed Flotte, in the presence of 
Louis Piot de Launay, member of the Council, agree and ar- 
range for a separation of bed and board (de Corps et d’habita- 
tion). By this separation the wife may live wherever she 
wishes. For her necessities, lodgement, food, etc., her husband 
obligates himself to pay each year in the city of New Orleans 
or to bearer and in advance month by month, three hundred 
livres Tournois. The said payment to begin ‘from date and 
continue as long as they are separated. He also allows his 
wife the negress, Rosa, and her son, Philippe, and Maria Anne, 
the mulattress, to wait on her for all the time that they remain 
separated. The parties agreeing that neither one nor the other 
can sell, alienate nor pledge any of the property either com- 
munity or any other. This was signed in the original by De 
Launay Soudrie, Secretary of the Council, and Dupuy, process- 
server, witness, and Philippe Flotte, Marie Therese Leveille, 
not knowing how to white, made her mark. Signed: Garic. 

August 9, the publication of Mrs. Flotte’s proofs is begun. 
She asks to have filed with hers a reproduction of her peti-: 
tions on pages 6, 8, 9 and 12, and all the rest most favorable 
to her cause. September 22. she presents an interrogatorio 
which is to be sent to Mr. Dessales, Commander of Manchac, 
by despatch and upon which Dr. Francois Bertin is to be 
examined. (This appears again later in the records when the 
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Doctor’s declaration is sent from Manchac. This is the testi- 
mony for which the defendant asked to delay the publication 
of her proofs. Her petition was denied. See entries under 
October 30th and November 6th—L. L. P.) 

September 22, Mrs. Flotte presents an interrogatorio upon 
which Bertin (Dr. Francois) is to be questioned and as he . 
lives within the jurisdiction of Mr. Dessales, Commander of 
Manchac, she asks that a despatch be issued in due form and 
sent to the Commander so that the declaration may be taken 
in the presence of two witnesses and transmitted to the pres- 
ent Escribano. As this will require time she asks to be con- 
ceded the days lacking to complete the 80 days required by 
law. Petition granted and the despatch which was ordered 
was issued. (The despatch, interrogatorio and declaration 
appear later—L. L. P.) 

As an exhibit, Marie Therese L’Eveille presents a petition 
she made to Captain General and Governor O’Reilly, dated 


' September 12, 1769, by which she asks for a complete separa- 


tion of property both that which she has from her first hus- 
band as well as the live stock they have on the plantation. On 
September 13, O’Reilly orders Flotte to live with his wife 
under penalty of total separation of property and to be pun- 
ished personally as his conduct demands. (Signed) O’Reilly. 

December 27, 1769, Mrs. Flotte made an appeal to Gov- 
ernor Unzaga, setting forth that Governor O’Reilly’s order of 
September 13 was communicated to her husband who has made 
no answer. She refuses to return and live with her husband 
because of the treatment he has given her. Her health is very poor 
and she does not know if she will live. When she reported to 
Flotte that he was in danger of losing his wife he received the 
news more with joy than sorrow. For a certain length of 
time she received 25 pesos, only, which were to be paid to her 
month by month for her sustenance. There is nothing left 
for her to do but to ask for a separation of property under 
her Marriage Contract. On January 5, 1770, Unzaga orders 
Flotte to appear before him to answer his wife’s request. | 

November 15, 1773, Philippe Flotte states that the evi- 
dence in the case has been sent to him “to allege as well 
proven” (para alegar de bien provado). As it appears on 
page 28, line 27, all of his wife’s property belongs to him 
in conformity to a donation made in their Marriage Contract 
and as also appears in the written document presented on page 
38, line 33, which stipulates that the Marriage Contract will 
have all its effect and that they can not sell nor alienate any of 
their property whatever. Notwithstanding this written docu- 
ment, his wife sold Mariana to Mr. Joseph Duplessis for 250 
pesos, five years ago, and Rosa and her little mulatto son to 
Mr. Laurens the tavern-keeper, for 250 pesos 15 months before. 
Appearer does not have to pay the 60 pesos as-they agreed 
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upon on page 30, since she has sold the slaves for 500 pesos 
which is contrary to their agreement. Nor does he have to 
pay her board to Jacquet, because he received her in his house 
without her husband’s orders and without notifying him as he 
confessed in his declaration on page 33. His wife must have 
paid Jacquet or he must hold the 500 pesos from the sale of 
the slaves because she confessed on page 36 that she had no 
furnishings so by this she means she has not bought anything 
with the money. It is to be presumed that she has paid Jac- 
quet for all these months because a married soldier who has 
nothing but his pay has hardly enough to maintain himself 
and not enough to take care of others. His wife has never 
wished to live with him as she declared on page 36, in answer 
to the first question. Notwithstanding Governor O’Reilly’s 
order as appears on the margin of page 46, under the pretext 
of bad treatment and cruelties which she said he had used 
against her even to a wish to kill her with poison... All of 
these charges are impostures and calumnies ‘and are false. His 
wife is not sick nor is she crippled, on the contrary, during the 
twenty years they have been married she has always enjoyed 
the best of health. Furthermore he must say that this woman 
is very extraordinary, ridiculous and insupportable, that she 
never could live with her first husband. He asks that her de- 
mands be excluded and that all the property be delivered to 
him as the marriage contract stipulates and that she be ordered 
to come and live with him as his wife and condemn her to pay 
the costs caused or to be caused. 

A copy of the despatch sent to the Commander of Manchac 
authorizing him to take Doctor Francois Bertin’s declaration 
in answer to Mrs. Flotte’s interrogatorio of page 43. The 
answers are dated September 22, 1773, and are made before 
Luis Dessalles, Lieutenant of the Battalion of Infantry of Lou- 
isiana, and Commander of the Post St. Gabrielle D’Iberville 
de Manchaque, who caused to appear, as witness, Francois 
Bertin, Surgeon of the Iberville coast, and after he had taken 
oath the following. questions were put to him which he an- 
swered in this manner: 


ist Q. Is it not true that he has cured Marie Therese Leveille, 
wife of Philippe Flotte, of an infirmity which she has had 
for about five years? 7 
A. It is true that he has cured her of many fractures and 
injuries as much on the arms as on the head which were 
very dangerous. The lady had said that they had come 
ao the bad treatment she had received from her hus- 
and. 
2nd Q. Is it not true that the husband has proposed, by word 
or by letter, to poison his wife? 
A. He has never engaged either by word or by letter to 
poison the lady. 
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3rd Q. If it is not true that he has this letter, and if he has it, . 
why he does not produce it? : 


A. The only letter he has from Mr. Flotte he can produce 
| and will attach to this declaration. 


4th Q. Is it not true that he has seen the said Flotte maltreat 
his wife either by words or blows? 


A. He has heard that Mr. Flotte during his wife’s illness 
had maltreated her by injuries and threats so frightful 
that he was obliged to put him out of the sick room for 
fear of some injuries to the patient. (Signed) Bertin 
and Louis Dessales. 

Mr. Flotte’s letter to Dr. Bertin, dated April 22, 1769, 
by which the writer requests the Doctor to cure his wife and 
asks an answer in writing. (Note: There is no request made 
therein to poison her.—L. L. P.) 


November 19, Mrs. Flotte sets forth that nothing could be 
more unjust than her husband’s petition that they deliver to 
him all of her property. By the surgeon’s declaration which 
she presents now, in place of before her petition to Governor 
O’Reilly, it is evident that her claims to bad treatment are 
well founded. In accordance with the Custom of Paris, no 
separation between married people can be made amicably 
when bad treatment and injuries have been proven. The sep- 
aration must be made of body and property in accordance with 
the law and in conformity to the Marriage Contract. In hers 
she received 500 pesos for her dowry. Observing that this was 
the cause of the divorce, he should deliver 260 pesos to her 
for her dowry and jointure besides the one-half of the com- 
munity, all of which she can and must dispose of at her free 
will and which she wishes to make over in favor of Jacquet. 
who has fed, clothed and taken care of her since the month 
of December, 1771. This is paying a debt and can not be 
called a donation. As to what her husband has said about 
her health, according to the Doctor’s declaration and her hus- 
band’s letter to him, is an assurance that her statement is. true. 
She asks that an inventory be ordered made and a declaration 
that the donation of her part which she wishes to give away is 
valid and that her husband be condemned to pay costs. 


December 4, Unzaga, on Odoardo’s advice, orders the 
parties cited for the final sentence which is handed down on 
December 6, as follows: 

Considering this suit and all evidence given by both 
parties to prevent Mrs. Flotte from giving away her prop- 
erty which she has in her possession, Governor Unzaga 
says that he must declare and does declare the intention 
of Philippe Flotte as not proven and says “Yes” to the 
exceptions of Marie Theresa Leveille for what is declared, 


to-wit: that she is proprietress of her own property and \

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can will or by other last wish, dispose of it by her own 
free will, without her husband, under the pretext of the 
Marriage Contract, being able to prevent it, but Maria 
Therese Leveille must not alienate by any contract, the 
said property during the married life except it be permit- 
ted by Royal Justice, her husband not caring for her, or 
a divorce by the Church is made evident. Thus His Lord- 
ship provides, definitively judging, on the advice of his As- 
sessor without special condemnation of costs which will 
be taxed by the present Escribano.

December 9, Francisco Broutin, attorney for Mr. Flotte, 
states that his written document “to allege as well proven” 
(argument) on page 50, was very long and laborious, he asks 
that it be specially taxed. Odoardo orders that he receive 6 
reales for it. December 11, Leonardo Mazange, Mrs. Flotte’s 
attorney, makes the same complaint and asks a like privilege. 
Unzaga says this will be regulated at the taxation according 
to the Royal Arancel. | 

December 14, Mr. Flotte says the time for making an 
appeal has passed so he asks that the judgment in the sentence 
definitively pronounced be ordered as a sentence passed and 
declared in authority of a thing adjudged. This is ordered 
sent to the other party. 

December 16, Mrs. Flotte asks permission to sell 15 pigs 
to pay for the costs. Petition granted. On the 18th she says 
as the time for an appeal has passed she asks that the sentence 
definitively pronounced be consented to and passed in author- 
ity of a thing adjudged and that the parties abide by it. De- 
cember 20, Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice, rules: that with 
the consent of both parties, let the definitive sentence on page

After presenting the foregoing exhibits which take up the 
first 157 pages, on May 29 it is alleged by Jacobo Dubreuil, Lieu- 
tenant of the said Battalion of Louisiana, Raimundo Dubreuil, 
Sub-Flag Lieutenant of the Battalion, acting for themselves and 
for their brothers, Luis Villars Dubreuil, Lieutenant of the said 
Battalion now in Illinois and Alexander Dubreuil, a minor, now 
absent, that before the sale of Claude Joseph Villars’ plantation 
they presented a petition opposing the sale of one arpent of the 
land included in the plantation upon which there was a canal 
which belonged to them, having been left to them by their grand- 
father Joseph Dubreuil as appears on pages 3, and 154. They pro- 
test against the sentence that assigns this arpent to their uncle’s 
creditors and claim that no one has the right to separate them 
from their property which has been in their possession for six- 
teen years and which they have held up to now without any 
difficulty. It may be according to the custom of Spain when one 
piece of land prejudices another the greater quantity demands 
the sale by force, of the other piece; if this is the case they say 
that Don Francisco Bouligny has not bought more than 16 ar- 
pents while they hold about 14 leagues of land next to the said 
canal which serves everybody as a passage. Now they ask the 
Justice of His Lordship to decide. if fourteen leagues of land 
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that they have should not hold a preference over sixteen arpents. 
They pray that the sentence depriving them of their property be 
revoked and that their arpent of land and their canal be deliv- 
ered to them. | 


This is sent to Francisco Bouligny who answers on June 
14, asking for a certified copy of the act of sale and the condi- 
tions under which he bought, at public auction, the plantation 
called “Barataria,” and a certified copy of the sale and adju- 
dication dated March 16, 1772, is filed. 


In this act Barataria plantation is described as being on 
the other side of the river situated at about a league distant 
from the city, containing 16 arpents front on the river by 40 
deep with a saw mill, three houses enclosed with stakes, one 
serves as a carpenter shop and blacksmith’s shop. The two 
other houses with the kitchen and a warehouse 160 feet, a straw- 
loft, two furnaces, an office, a dove-cot, a p fold, a hen- 
house, twenty cabins for negroes, two old boats, twenty five 
sheep, three pairs of oxen, 1200 planks with all the rest that 
appears in the inventory. The plantation is adjoined on the 
lower side by Mrs. Delisle’s and on the upper by Mr. Carlier’s. 
On it there is a large canal which begins at about two arpents 
from the river and proceeds until it meets at the depth of the 
land a bayou or estuary by which it communicates with Bara- 
taria lake. This canal runs a distance of two and a half arpents, 
the length of the boundary of the said plantation with that of 
Mrs. Delisle or Delille And nearly parallel with it up to the said 
bayou or estuary. Besides the said large canal, made formerly 
by the deceased Mr. Dubreuil up to the cited boundary with 
Mrs. Delisle, there is another canal which serves for the mill, 
and whose waters fall at a certain distance into the large canal 
and spreading thereafter in parts over the cypress swamps and 
bayous that are behind the said plantation. 


The act recites that although in the inventory mention is 
made of only fifteen arpents of land, there really exists sixteen 
arpents front by a depth of forty arpents at the upper limits. 
It is explained that this difference of one arpent front by forty 
deep, which the said Joseph Villars and the other heirs of the 
deceased Dubreuil now reclaim lies on each side of the large 
canal. They allege that in the sale of the said plantation which 
the late Mr. Dubreuil made to his son he sold him only 15 arpents 
by 40, as it was his intention that the other 1 arpent front by 40 
depth on either side of the large canal (including the canal in 
this area) should remain for the benefit of all his heirs to facil- 
itate them in passing and in transit to the farms on Barataria; 
but the late Mr. Dubreuil did not make this disposition or wish 
evident in his will and it is a great encumbrance to the said 
plantation for the vast field that it leaves for law suits and de- 
bates hereafter. By holding this arpent under this condition, 
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the heirs may not only interrupt the passage of the canal to the 
greatest inconvenience of the public but they may also build and 
construct on its banks causing much annoyance to the purchaser 
and injury to the Villars creditors. 


The act further recites that to invalidate this condition 
(which would be the cause of much debating on the part of the 
heirs, each one for his particular share of this arpent of land) 
and to prevent the injury to them resulting from the taking 
away of the canal which facilitates communication with their 
farms, that all the heirs of the deceased Dubreuil together with 
all of his creditors have unanimously agreed, in order to obviate 
all law suits and debates, in the future, that the plantation shall 
be sold with sixteen arpents front by forty deep which contains 
the canal and from the proceeds of the sale will be drawn the 
amount that will be necessary to buy the arpent of land fronting 
on the river at Mrs. Delisle’s adjoining her plantation so that 
it may serve the heirs or whoever represents their rights. 

On this arpent of land they can make the buildings that 
they may wish, and divide it among themselves according to 
their free will. It is well understood however that on this said 
arpent of land a road must be left for the public, thirty six feet 
wide, beginning at the bank of the river and running back to a 
depth of twelve arpents, adjoining the boundaries of the planta- 
tion, up to which place the purchaser of the said plantation will 
be obliged to leave a road also thirty six feet’ wide in an oblique 
direction below up to the big canal, coasting this to the left up 
to the depth (of 40 arpents) or the most convenient place for 
embarcation. 


This road from the bank of the river up to the canal wharf 
to be for the benefit of all the public. No one can place the 
smallest obstruction on this road nor can the purchaser of the 
plantation prevent anyone from embarking on the canal from 
the joining of the said road for all its depth on the left side. It 
is well understood that none of the frequenters will be permitted 
to embark on the right coast of the canal without the consent 
of the owner of the plantation. The road that is conceded must 
be kept up by those it benefits, and at whose costs a bridge will 
be made that is needed over the mill canal which it likewise 
crosses. It will be the duty of the residents of Barataria or the 
interested parties to keep the canal clean so that it is navigable. 


The property is also sold with the charge of an annuity to 
be assumed by the person to whom the plantation is sold to pay 
30 pesos each year to Andre Bertaud Padue during his life. 
This obligation remains in effect on this plantation in such a 
manner that when its ownership changes by sale or exchan 
it has to be with this charge and condition stipulated as it is in 
the nature of an irredeemable annuity which will end with Ber- 
taud’s death only. From that time forth and forever it will 
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remain free from this annuity and in consequence this clause is 
extinguished and without any value and effect. Therefore who 
wishes to make a bid etc. . 


The auction sale is then made of a plantation called “The 
Little Wilderness” (Pequefio Desierto) and is adjudicated to 
Francisco Bouligny for 2080 hard pesos who agrees to abide by 
and respect the forenamed conditions to the sale. 


Besides the plantation certain real property in New Or- 
leans was offered for sale composed of four sides round about, 
containing twelve lots on Royal Street having a frontage on the 
Nuns’ Convent on which there is a house thirty feet long by 


twenty wide with a parlor, a room, two chimneys, a gallery, 


seven feet wide all around with two cabinets on one side of the 
house, which is raised two feet and a half from the ground, built 
of brick and wood. A small old kitchen of stakes in the ground 
thirty feet long by twenty wide, two coach-houses, also old, made 
of stakes in the ground. Three old cabins with their chimneys, 
three old ones without them. 

Francisco Bouligny’s bid having been accepted, for the plan- 
tation, only, he agrees to pay in full in the month of December 
of the current year with sufficient bond. No bid was offered for 
the real property on Royal Street and it was announced that it 
would be offered again at auction on the day following. - This 
act was signed in the original by Cecilio Odoardo, Francisco Bou- 
ligny, Francisco Broutin, Enrique Desprez, Leonardo Mazange 
before Andres Almonester, Notary Public. 

July 1, Francisco Bouligny answers plaintiffs’ suit alleging 
that their claim to the arpent of land is without foundation. 
That as it appears from the act of sale he Bouligny is the owner 
of 16 arpents of land. Alexander has disturbed him in the pos-_ 
session of the plantation and has placed a negress there named 
Carlota of whom it is said that Joseph Villars gave her her free- 
dom and who is maintained there against Bouligny’s will solely 
to annoy him by selling spirituous liquor to his negroes and se- 


ducing and sheltering them within his own possessions. From . | 


this place he sees others exposed to robberies and like disorders 
which the existence of this negress occasions. —_ 

That Alexander and his relatives intrude on ‘the. plantation 
as if they were the owners, insulting him up to the point of 
quarreling with his overseer about the fence stakes for a paddock 
for the cows, whether they must or must not be in such a place. 
All of this is contrary to the express conditions under which he 
bought the plantation according to the document here attached. 
It ig to be inferred that by these deeds of violence he-is dis- 
turbed in his possession of the plantation, therefore he asks that 
he may have witnesses called and if their testimony is in con- 
formity to what he has said may the Court order that he be left 
in quiet and peaceful possession. 
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Governor Unzaga orders the witnesses called. The first to 
testify is Carlos Daniel who on July 6 says that he knows noth- 
ing except that Messrs. Dubreuil have a negress, named Carlota, 
at Francisco Bouligny’s plantation, in a hut or. cabin and that 
she sells spirituous liquors. This he knows as he has bought 
some from her. The second witness is Pierre Cabane who tes- 
tifies that Messrs. Dubreuil have a negress. on Mr. Bouligny’s 
plantation who sells spirituous liquors in her cabin where she 
lives. This he knows because on one occasion when he was work- 
ing on the plantation a companion having hurt his foot he asked 
the negroes where he could get some liquor and these told him 
about the negress who sold it. He went to her and bought some 
which he has done many times since. 

July 12, Unzaga.on Odoardo’s advice rules: In order to 
judge better, let the present escribano certify the reason why 
the interested parties have not signed the proceedings for the 
sale of the plantation a certified copy of which has been pre- 
sented, and done let the case proceed. (Signed) Unzaga. (Signed) 
Doctor Odoardo. 

In fulfillment of this decree Andres Almonester, as Escri- 
bano, certifies that the copy of the act or proceedings for the 
sale before publication were submitted to a conference, discussed 
and debated, among Francisco Bouligny, Carlos Fleuriau, Juan 
Trudeau, the Assessor, Commissioned for the transaction, the 
attornies for the parties and he, the Escribano, and a large as- 
sembly of the most distinguished people of the city, among whom 
were Don Jacobo, Don Reymundo and Don Alexander Dubreuil, 
brothers, the last mentioned spoke and understood the discussion 
which, having been reduced to writing, was delivered to the 
Assessor, Commissioned, who after he had read it ordered it pub- 
lished in the same terms in which it had been agreed, and to 
this purpose, he, the Escribano, by the voice of the public crier 
of this city, made the announcement in a high intelligible voice.

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Claudio J oseph Villars’ estate say that noti-

. person with whom the proceedings may be carried on, delivering 
the records to Joseph Villars’ creditors so that they may be 
made acquainted with the process of the suit pending against 
Captain Don Francisco Bouligny as one of them. They must 
unite on one representative giving him the power to act equally 

_ for each and all. He condemned and did condemn Messrs. Du- 

breuil to pay the costs of this decision, the taxation of this cause 
to be made by Escribano with the inclusion of ten reales Asses- 
sor’s fees for this. (Signed) Unzaga, Doctor Odoardo. 


August 18, Jacobo, Raymundo, Alexandro and Luis Dubreuil 
for the first part and Francisco Bouligny for the second say that 
they have entered into an agreement with the rest of the cred- 
itors of Joseph Villars Dubreuil, uncle of the first named under 
the following terms: Mr. Bouligny and the rest of their uncle’s 
creditors will pay them 200 hard pesos. They will be permitted 
to remove the bricks, wood and other materials of the houses 
constructed and to be destroyed on the said arpent, giving them 
sufficient time for this purpose. A free passage of the canal 
and its banks will be conceded to them and their heirs for all 
time when necessary for them to go to the lands they own at 
Barataria. The above mentioned rule, of free transit, will be 
observed inviolably with the persons to whom at any time they 
might sell the foresaid possession. They have agreed to exempt 
them from paying the costs occasioned by these proceedings. 
They will not be permitted at any time to build or make the least 
thing on the arpent in litigation, only the passage with the con- 
ditions named, by virtue of which they accept the said compro- 
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mise, separating themselves from any right they may hold, 
solemnly declaring that neither one nor the other is in any man- 
ner constrained (in this action) and with regard (to the above) 
they petition His Lordship for the full- authorization of this act. 
They pray to be given a sentence as compromised and agreed 
upon, which they all agree to abide by. They further ask that 
these proceedings be broken off and cancelled, and for its greater 
stability “Your Lordship will interpose your authority and judi- 
cial decree.” (Signed) Francisco Bouligny, Jacobo Dubreuil, 
Raymundo Dubreuil.

These parties have compromised their case in the form expressed, 
in its consequence His Lordship interposes his authority and 
judicial decree as petitioned by law.

August 18, the curator states that according to Mrs. Tete’s. 
marriage contract she is not entitled to more than 500 pesos and 
the usufruct of 200 for her dowry. The contract says her dowry 
is 600 pesos which were entered into the community for which 
only one half comes to her and 200 for the “preciput.” The 
property appraised amounts to 995 pesos, 1 real. In considera- 
tion of which he consents to the adjudication of all the property 
which will include her 500 pesos. After the costs are paid she 
will have charge of the rest up to the full 995 pesos, 1 real and 
that she will deliver them in due time to the said minors, to 
which effect her property is to remain mortgaged until she has. 
paid each one what belongs to him. 

Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice rules: that with the consent. 
of the curator, let the adjudication be made as petitioned and 
under’ the conditions laid down by Mr. Broutin. Let a copy 
of this decree be delivered to him to be used for the rights of 
his minors. 

August 20, the curator stipulates that they have delivered. 
to him a copy of the foregoing decree. From the records it 
appears that 500 pesos are due Mrs. Tete. After costs are paid 
the rest belongs to the minors up to 995 pesos, 1 real; this sum 
is to remain in the possession of the widow until the minors 
arrive at the age to receive their shares themselves. The widow 
must feed, clothe and raise them in the Catholic, Apostolic and 
Roman Religion in conformity to their state. This must come. 
out of the revenue of the part which belongs to them, and she. 
must not sell nor alienate any of the property until she has. 
satisfied her children’s claims. This said estate to remain | 
pledged and mortgaged to this effect. He asks that the present. 
Escribano tax the costs and that Andres Almonester be notified 
of the mortgage so that he will not draw up any written docu- 
ment of sale. Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice orders Mrs. Tete: 
notified to render an account and sworn statement of the prop- 
erty in her charge within five days. 
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August 30, Broutin states that the widow was ordered to 
render an: account and sworn statement within five days; this 
she has not done. He prays she be charged with the first de- 
- fault.. Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice rules: that the widow as 
guardian of the estate must render an account and sworn state-. 
ment within eight days. September 9, Broutin reiterates his 
complaint as Mrs. Tete has not obeyed the Court’s last decree. 
She is ordered to give an account within two days or she will 
be made to do so by. judicial compulsion. 

- January 10, 1774, Mrs, Tete presents the vouchers con- 
sisting of notes, bills, and receipts and proceeds to give her ac- 
count and sworn statement. containing 19 articles which show a 
disbursement of 263 pesos. January 14, Broutin approves it 
with the exception of article 19 for. 16 pesos said to have been 
paid ‘to one called Bourky for meat. As Mrs. Tete has not. pre- 
sented the’ bill nor the receipt of either the said-Bourky or his 
testamentary executor he can not approve and therefore finds 
the disbursement to be 259 pesos, making the resumé read:

- Broutin asks that his contestation of the widow’s account 

and sworn statement be approved and that Unzaga interpose 
his judicial decree. This contestation is ordered sent to Mrs. 
Tete, who fails-to answer. Her opponent asks that she be de- 
clared in the first default. She is ordered to answer for the 
first audience. January 22, Broutin reiterates his complaint and 
asks that she be declared in the second default. Unzaga orders 
her to answer for the second audience. 
: January 25, Mrs. Tete answers that since the curator has 
found nothing in her accounts to contradict except Article 19, 
which she can not prove owing to Mr. Bourky’s death, she asks 
the Court to approve Broutin’s contestation of her accounts and 
agrees to. abide by it. January 29, Unzaga on Odoardo’s ad- 
vice rules: that with the consent of the curator he approves 
Mrs. Tete’s account with the exception of article 19. He orders 
the Escribano to draw up a suitable division and effect a parti- 
tion.

September 18, Catherina states that as Don Gabriel Fazende 
has agreed to give her her freedom for the reasons she has 
stipulated she asks that Don Esteban Boré, administrator of 
the estate, be ordered to draw up the written instrument for her 
emancipation at the price of her valuation; this amount she will 
promptly give. This is ordered sent to Mr. Boré. 


September 28, Andres Almonester, quoting from his Ar- 
chives, certifies that in the settlement of the succession of Juan 
Bautista Destrehan, on representation .and at.-the _request._of 
Juan Bautista Honoré, Dona Maria Isabel, minors less than 
- twenty-five,-Don Pedro Marigny, acting for Dona Juana Maria, 
Don Juan Luis, and Don Juan Noel Destrehan, minors less than 
fourteen, there wags naméd as curator ad lites, Don Juan Esteban 
Boré, their brother-in-law, by a decree of His Lordship, the Gov- 
ernor General, dated August 3, of last year. Mr. Boré accepted, 
took oath and gave bond. He further quotes from the ‘same 
source that in November (day torn away) of the year just past, 
Francisco Broutin was appointed his attorney to act for him in 
his capacity as curator of the minor Destrehan children in the 
settlement of their father’s succession. | 


September 30, Boré, through Broutin, sets forth that a copy 
of Catalina’s petition asking for her freedom and that of her 
child has been delivered to him. He answers that in no manner 
will he consent to giving her her freedom considering her bad 
conduct, her iniquity, her dissimulation and what she had done 
to herself to become infirm so as to be valued more cheaply, and 
the’ sequestration made in favor of the King of all the property 
of his minors up to the liquidation of the accounts of Don Juan 
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Bautista Destrehan, their father, does not permit him to dis- 
member any of the said property. He asks that her claim be 
excluded and that she be condemned to pay costs. This is sent 
to Catalina. | 


October 2, she answers, asking that experts be called to put 
a value on her and that her act of emancipation be drawn up in 
accordance with their decision and that she will promptly exhibit 
this sum to the proper authorities. The law permits this benefit 
to any charitable person who may have promised her the money. 
She has merited the right to buy her freedom for cash as she 
has been a slave of this estate all of her life and was a servant 
to all her master’s children, the greater part of them now married. 
She brings to the notice of this Tribunal that she has served with 
fidelity up to her illness, which has become habitual. It will be 
of greater interest to the estate to sell her to herself for cash, 
invest the money in a young negro boy, capable of working and 
earning for it than to continue to hold her in bondage when her | 
health will no longer permit her to work. She therefore asks 
- that the administrators of the Destrehan estate be ordered to 
sell her her freedom at the price of the valuation made by expert 
appraisers. 

October 4, Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice rules: That within 
three days, Estevan Boré must determine the price of the mulat- 
tress, Catherina, and her daughter, Felicité, which she offers to 
pay for in cash, with a warning that if he does not do so it will 
be given to her at the valuation given in the inventories taken at 
the time of Mr. Destrehan’s death. 

October 6, Estevan Boré sets forth that what Catalina says 
about her services as a servant is false as she was only a girl. 
As to her infirmity, that is also false, as appears from the declara- 
tion made by Don Doctor Francisco Le Beau. If she has any 
indisposition it comes from her great libertinfsm in this city. 
In consideration that she is a mulattress who knows how to sew 
and wash very well, he can not consent to give her her freedom 
and that of her child for less than 600 pesos. Unzaga rules: 
Let the present escribano certify the price at which the mulat- 


tress, Catalina, and her child, were estimated and done send to 
the Assessor. 


_ October 6, Andres Almonester gives a certified copy taken 
from the inventory of the Destrehan estate, March, 1771, which 
was made in the presence of Cecilio Odoardo, Rene Isaac Du- 
brueil, named for this purpose by Juan Bobe, and Henrique 
Desprez,- curator to Juan Baptista Honoré Destrehan and de- 
fender of his five absent brothers. Don Luis Ranson was named 
mediator for the appraisement of the plantation and its belong- 
ings. The mulattress, Cathalina, aged 33 years, with her three 
mulattress children, one named Carlota, aged 10; Manon, 6, and 
a baby of 2 years, called Felicite, slaves all estimated at 500 
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pesos. There was present Don Dionicio Braud, guardian of the 
estate, as all appears most minutely given in the acts on the 
reverse side of page 36 which now remains in Almonester’s 
Archives and to which he refers. 


October 7, Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice rules: Considering 
that the valuation made of the mulattress, Cathalina, and Felicite, 
her daughter, was made in union with her other children, make 
now a separate one of the two, notifying Don Gabriel Fazende 
and the minors’ curator that within one day they must name an 
appraiser, and not having done so within that time, Don Luis 
Ranson will execute it. 


October 8, Esteban Boré names Antonio Thomassin as his 
appraiser who is acceptable to the Court. He is ordered notified 
so that he may accept, take oath and proceed to the appraisement. 
Antonio Thomassin qualifies and appraises the mulattresses at 
450 pesos. This appraisement he has made faithfully and well 
without injury to the party. He signed, the witnesses being 
Nicolas Fromentin, Miguel Saint Eloy and Esteban Quifiones. _ 

October 13, Catherina sets forth that Mr. Antonio Thomas- 
sin has valued her and the child at 450 pesos. This price is 
excessive as His Lordship can compare with the 500 pesos valua- 
tion which was given her with two more children in the inventory 
which was made at the time of the death of her master. It is to 
be inferred that Mr. Thomassin proceeded without full knowl- 
edge to make this price and without taking her infirmity into 
consideration. She asks that some one be ordered to make the 
appraisement who knows the state of her health, and because 
of her habitual infirmities and the situation of affairs that she 
has been in her master’s services for 36 years, make this valua- 
tion as one disinterested. 

October 14, Unzaga on Odoardo’s advice rules: with the 
opposition made by Cathalina against the estimation on the fore- 
going page, His Lordship orders that the price be estimated, in 
this disagreement, by Don Santiago Beauregard and done, with 
what will result, notify Don Esteban Boré to authorize the writ- 
ten instrument of freedom for the forenamed Catherina and her 
daughter, Felicite, demanding a receipt. 

Jacques Toutant Beauregard qualifies as appraiser and on 
October 26, appraises the two mulattresses at 320. November 
6, Esteban Boré, Curator ad lites to the minor Destrehan chil- 
dren in Almonester’s folio of current public acts grants the act 
of emanicapation to Catharina, Mulattress, and her daughter, Fe- 
licité, for 320 pesos. 

September 4, 1774, Unzaga rules: Considering what has 
been done is in the interests of His Most Christian Majesty, it 
is suitable to notify the King in a brief authentic manner. The 
Escribano of this cause will give a certification of these pro- 
ceedings which will be placed in the office of the secretary of 
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the Government so that it will be authorized in due form so that 
the said secretary may provide (elevar) for life what may be 
suitable. 
Almonester states that the certification which was ordered 
has been delivered in the Secretary’s office for the Government. 
The record ends here without any taxation of costs.
